WEEK BY WEEK. 
An honourable understanding with the authorities pre- 
vented us from disclosing last week the exact form which 
it is proposed to give to the forthcoming jubilee celebra- 
tions of the seventieth birthday of the Chief Rabbi. As 
the facts have, however, been published elsewhere, we are 
now at liberty to inform our readers of what exactly it is 
proposed to do. We believe that the seatholders of the United Synagogue 
will be invited to contribute to the cost of the Chief Rabbi's portrait. 
This, together with a souvenir, will be presented to Dr. Adler. At 
the same time, a reception will, by the courtesy of Mr. Leopold de 
Rothschild, be given at Gunnersbury, at which the members of the 
United Synagogue and representatives of other congregations and 
Synagogue organisations in London and the Provinces will have an 
opportunity of meeting the Chief Rabbi and congratulating him on the 
auspicious occasion. The minimum eontribution to the portrait and 


souvenir will be fixed at a very small sum, so as to allow all seatholders to 
subscribe, however modest their means. The plans thus sketched out are

no doubt appropriate. If they have any defect, it lies in the fact that the . 


Provinces figure in the celebration to a very minor extent. There is 
nothing, of course, to prevent Provincial Jews from manifesting in practical 
form the veneration and love they feel for Dr. Adler. The respect and 
affection is indeed world-wide, and there will be many far beyond these 
shores who will be anxious-to join wholeheartedly in the tribute which it 
is proposed to pay the Chief Rabbi. Dr. Adler has been a considerable 
force in English Judaism, an asset, indeed, so valuable that the expression 
of the hope cannot be resisted, that he may mark his seventieth birthday 
by divesting himself of some of the work which might usefully be delegated 
to others, thus strengthening himself for the continuance of those more 
vital functions which he has performed with such success, and which he 
would only relinquish to the infinite regret of his numerous flock. 

On the whole, the annual report of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, which is summarised in another 
column, is a satisfactory document. The gift of 
£25,000 in answer to the Board's appeal forms in 
itself evidence of the Board's vitality as well as a 
tribute to its popularity, and the chronicling of the 
gift is enough to make the report more than usually pleasing. There is 
still, of course, a discrepancy of some £15,000 between what the Board 
asked for and what it received; and the report exhibits the hon. oflicers 
still in the attitude of appeal. It is right that the laggards should be 
“whipped” in; and if they do not precisely accept the suggestion 
contained in the words of the report that “those who give 
late should give doublé,” they can at least atone for past 
neglect by losing no further time. There is*evidence in the official report 
that a certain and even material slackening took place in demands made 
We are told that the total number of persons 
benefited by the expenditure of the Board, exclusive of grants by the Loan 
and Industrial Committees, has‘ fallen below 20,000. This represents a 
decrease of nearly 5,000 persons, as compared with the record of 1907, and 
of more than 7,000, as compared with the records of the two previous years. 
This is, of course,a very gratifying feature of the report. Itis true that 
we are warned that the reduction took place mainly in the early part of the 
year, and that the position has again changed for the worse during the latter 
months. It is to be hoped that the improvement in trade which so many people 
predict, though it tarries may yet arrive in time to influence favourably the 
finanees of the Board. There is one statement in the report which will be 
received with considerable satisfaction, namely, the remark that there is 
rapidly growing among the Jewish poor in the East End of London a 
respect for, and a knowledge of, the laws of hygiene. For this improve- 
ment the Board takes, and is entitled to, some credit. But its work in the 
direction of hygiene and cleanliness is, of course, only part of a great net- 
work of labours which continue to be performed with great zeal and 
efficiency, and which has earned for the Board the admiration and support 
of the community.

Apparently the trade depression in 
America is far from ended, though the better reports of industrial 


conditions in the United States have induced a renewed and, 
as it appears, unjustifiable emigration to its shores. The situa- 
tion revealed in the appeal is exceedingly pathetic. The people 


who are plunged so deep in poverty have fled from a land of oppression and 
hunger to what they believed would be for them a land of liberty and 
plenty. They have found liberty, but have only exchanged want for want. 
From time to time denunciations of Jewish demoralisation are made. But 
virtues cannot flourish among a starving proletariat, and the only wonder 
is that distress among Jews does not breed more crime than it does. In due 
course, doubtless a definite trade revival will set in for America, This will 
result in re-doubled immigration—to be followed perhaps by a new law 
against aliens.

Mrs. Model, with whom an interview is published in 
another column, and whose competence no-one will 
Sid f question, has, we think, provided an interesting and a 
eo valuable lesson. This lady has for fifteen years been 
Charity. engaged in admirable work among our poorer core- 
ligionists; and her experience of charitable effort has 
driven home to her mind the one great central conclusion that the thing. 
which really counts is not the dole that paupevises, but the guidance 
which uplifts. We venture to think that Mrs. Model, in these remarks, 
is voicing a sentiment which has, perhaps, been to some extent inarticulate 
in the past, but which we rejoice to think has, as it were, dambly asserted 
itself in actual practice. The future of philanthropy is not entirely to 
the soup or bread distributor; it is to the apprenticer, the lads’ 
club manager, the educator, the man who will best help the poor to help 
themselves. The bestowal of alms is too often a heart-breaking practice 
which only begets more doles. Doles are the recurring decimal—or rather 
the recurring failure—of the old-time philanthropist. The better way, the 
more truly helpful, the more elevating, and che way which takes a nobler 
measure of humanity, is that which reconciles help with self-reliance. 
More and more, we are glad to think, our social work is taking the diree- 
tion of moral evolution, rather than alms-giving. Perhaps this newer and 
better cult amongst us in dealing with the problems which face us owes 
more than many have an idea to the Zionist movement. For. Herzl's 
message Was a call to the philanthropist to learn Statesmanship and a eall 
to the Jewish people to put forth their energies towards their regenera- 
tion as a counter-force to their degeneration. It is largely this spirit, 
we take it, which is giving’ the impetus to our lads’ and girls’ clubs, 
our lads’ brigades, our athletic associations and our literary societies. 
But philosophy, even the highest and truest, will not satisfy the 
cravings of empty stomachs nor temper the cold to those who wear 
threadbare clothing. We cannot therefore expect to get rid of doles 
altogether—certainly they must be resorted to extensively so long as the 
Russian machinery grinds out its victims of persecution who are cast upon 
the shores of this country. But we shall more and more, as time goes on, 
regulate our charity on the self-helping lines of the Provident Fund of the Sick 
Room Helps Society, of which Mrs. Model is so justly proud. Perchance. one 
day we may do something towards the amalgamation and unification of at 
least most of our charities. We would only add a word of profound concern 
at the sad statement which Mrs. Model makes regarding the immorality 
prevalent among many poor Jewesses. This is the most distressing element 
in the Jewish life of to-day—more distressing even than the oppression 
which is so largely responsible for it. We do not agree with Mrs. Model 
in assigning the causes she does to this increase of immorality amongst 
Jewish young women. We believe it is to be found mainly in the increase 
of the White Slave Traffic amongst us, the infamous depths of which can 
scarcely even be hinted at here. Our community has, however, received 
ample warning of the festering canker inits midst. Itis high time, although 
the matter is one whieh demands the utmost caution and care, that our 
community bent its strenuous efforts towards grappling with the great 
evil. It is ready, we believe, to support earnestly any measures that may be 
decided upon by the Board of Deputies, whose President has declared 
himself specially engaged on this urgent question. 


During the last few weeks the Zionist cause in England 
has hardly fared well.

Mr. A. M. L. Langdon, K.C., 
Appointed Recorder of Burnley.

It is an appeal which has been before the 
community for a very long time, seemingly hopeless of response. It has lost 
nothing for want of eloquent and authoritative pleading, for Dayan Hyamson 

and Dayan Feldman have made the cause their own, and the 
The Taimud community can safely follow the lead of educational experts 
Torah. of their experience and ability. I know something of the 
work of the Talmud Torahs,and I would like to add whatever 
little force I can to the appeal of the Dayanim. 1 have an idea that some confu- 
sion exists in the public mind as to what these classes really are. Many people 
do not seem to differentiate between the Talmud Torah and theCheder. The 
Cheder is really a most objectionable institution and means the overcrowding 
of a number of children into a small room, where they are taught in Yiddish. 


This type of class has almost disappeared. For its removal we are indebted 
to the Talmud Torah.

The East End Talmud Torah is an institution which provides, as a rule, 
ample and well-ventilated classrooms. The instruction is of the very best. 
The teachers are earnest. and capable men, some of them exceptionally fine 
scholars, who are nearly all gifted and attractive teachers. The language of 

instruction is English, and while there is the most 
What the Talmud thorough tuition in Hebrew, comprising the prayer- 
Torah Does. book, the Bible, with its commentaries, and often the 
Talmud, there is also a carefully-watched and con- 
stantly maintained standard of ethical teaching which is quite anequivocal. 
The lessons are bright from beginning to end, and they are open to 
inspection at all times. They are the mainstay of the religious upbringing 
of East End Jewry and any curtailment of their activities would be nothing 
short of a calamity. The only drawback is that the hours are long, but it is 
better to have the children kept within the influence of the Talmud Torah 
than to let them run loose in the streets. 

The attitude of the community towards religious education in the East 
End presents an anomaly of the most glaring character. The communal 
official energy seems to be directed with all possible force into a channel 
where, to be frank, it is not at all appreciated. The Jewish Religious 
Education Board spends a large sum of money upon its classes. 
Let me say at once that I have nothing but praise for these 
classes. But they are not the kind of thing that the East End 
Jew either asks for, or wants, or accepts, in any spirit of 
willingness. I heard it put very well some time ago by a competent 
observer who knows both East and West, and who summed up

meant to provide uplifting for those of the living who need it most. Where the 
idea emanated from I am unable to say, but there has been a strong sentiment 
running through the ages that the Kaddish, recited by a person’s children, 
speeds and secures the progress of the departed soul to the realms of bliss. 
The idea gained ground, again I know not how, that even the greatest sinner 
upon earth could be made certain of a place in Heaven if Kaddish were said 
for the whole year. Then came the very curious suggestion that if it be 
admitted that the soul even of the wicked can be sped to Paradise by the 
reci‘al of Kaddish for a whole year it is only the greatest of sinners whose 
chance of Heaven would be forfeited if the Kaddish were not said con- 
tinuously for twelve months. Therefore, for a son tosay Kaddish for a whole 
year would be an assumption that his parent's life needed it. It was 
stopped at the eleven months as a tribute to the worth of the life of the 
departed.

Professor Dr. Moritz Benedikt, of the Vienna General Hospita), ana 
Professor Emeritus of Electro-therapeutics and Nervous Pathology at \ jenn, 
University, is about to celebrate the jubilee of his doctorate, and 4)x,, the 
fortieth anniversary of his appointment at the University. Profesgo» 
Benedikt was born at Eisenstadt, Hungary, on July 6th, 1835, and Studied 
medicine at the Vienna University. In 1859, he took his medical and Surgical 
degree, and in 1862 he started giving private lectures on electro-therapeuties 
and nervous pathology.

A PORCELAIN ANNIVERSARY. 


Seventy years have passed since the Jew Moritz Fischer founded the 
porcelain factory at Herend, which developed into a Hungarian jationa) 
industry. The Herend porcelain factory became famous soon after its 
foundation by the extraordinary beauty of its productions, which consisted 
of faithful imitations of the oldest and finest works in porcelain. The rapid 
growth of such an industry in so exclusively an agricultural country as 
Hungary constitutes an important page in the economic history of Hungary, 
It owes its success exclusively to the ability and energy of its Jewish 
founder and his sons, who for decades achieved success after success without 
receiving any help or support from the Vienna porcelain factory. [uring 
the war of 1848-8 the Fischers fought in the ranks of the national army, and 
their factory received the support of Louis Kossuth and other members of 
the Hungarian nobility. In 1846 the factory won a diploma of honour for its 
imitations of Meissner porcelain, and it also achieved a notable success at the 
great Exhibition in London in 1851, which was repeated at the first Paris 
Exhibition. When the Exhibition of 1873 took place at Vienna, the Herend 
factory, which was then under the direction of Moritz Fischer's sons, Desider 
and Leo, and his genial daughter-in-law, Katharina, achieved the zenith of 
its fame, and the Emperor purchased several of its exhibits as gifts of honour 
for his royal guests. A feature of its display at that Exhibition was its 
imitations of Chinese porcelain cups. In 1884, the owners had to ask fora 
subvention from the Hungarian Government, and through the instrumentality 
of the Minister of Commerce, Count Paul Szechenyi, it was converted intoa 
limited company and started producing more popular wares. In 187, Eugen 
von Farkashazy, a grandson of Moritz Fischer, bought the establishment and 
restored the old honourable traditions of the house. This was shown by the 
brilliant success of the Herend factory at the Paris Exhibition of 1900. 


MACCAB/EAN COIN FOR HUNGARIAN MUSEUM. 


The Hungarian National Museum at Budapest is shortly to come into the 
possession of a rare Jewish coin, a silver shekel of the Maccabean period. 
The coin, which is at present owned by Professor Dr. Eugen Nogrady, was 
issued by Simon the Maccabee (143-135 B.c.), in the first year of his reign. The 
coin is thus over two thousand years old. On the obverse side of the coin is 
a cup with a Hebrew inscription. On the reverse side is the stall of Aaron 
with another inscription. As stated above, the Professor intends to present 
it to the National Museum. 


THE VIENNA SALON. 


On Saturday, the annual salon was opened in the presence of the 
Emperor. It is a long time since so many exhibits have been shown. As 
usual, Jewish artists are well represented. Near the entrance the visitors 
struck with two fine studies by Isidor Kaufmann, two Polish Jews, executed 
with the delicacy and loving tenderness which one invariably expects from 
him. Another picture by the same artist, “ The Word of God,” is also very 
striking. Near Kaufmann’s Jews is shown a brilliantly drawn portrait of 
himself by Lasar Krestin; it is undoubtedly the finest piece of work that 
has come from this artist’s brush. Jehudo Epstein shows an “Italian Night 
Scene.” His picturesque dash of style is very effective in this work. The 
pastel and crayon drawings of the Vienna painter, David Kohn, wil! attract 
many admirers. Frau Marie Rosenthal-Hatschek shows an excellent portrait 
of Countess Wilezek. Leopold Horowitz exhibits a study for the portrait of 
a lady, a masterpiece in its simple excellence. Another work by Horowitz,4 
portrait of his daughters, evoked great admiration on the opening ‘lay. An 
intellectual achievement is Rudolf Quittner’s “ Boulevard in Paris. A 
speaking likeness of the actor Adolf von Sonnenthal, is shown by the well- 
known painter Laszld. Among the sculpture the work of Leo Bernstein and 
Kahn is worthy of mention. The Emperor paid special attention to some of 
the works to which reference has been made. He stood a long time 10 front 
of Kaufmann’s “The Word of God,” and eventually said to him :—* That's 
very fine. I have already admired two pictures of yours.” When the 
Emperor saw Professor Horowitz he went up to him and shook hands with 
him, saying :—“I am glad to see you again.” The Emperor has sat to the 
genial master several times. The Emperor also made some flattering 
remarks to Frau Rosenthal-Hatschek on her portrait of Countess Wilczek.

PALESTINE.

VIENNA, March 8, 
RESTRICTIONS ON IMMIGRATION INTO PALESTINE. 


A Jerusalem correspondent reports that the news published in Jewish 
papers to the effect that the prohibition on Jewish immigration into Palestine 
had been abrogated, does not correspond with facts. The publisher of 
Hazevi approached the Governor of Jerusalem, Subchi Bey, asking him to do 
away with the red tickets which, for the last ten years have been handed to 
immigrants as a sign that they must not settle in the land; but his repre- 
sentations have not led to the desired result. The passports are still taken 
from immigrant Jews and the red tickets issued as in the days of the old 
regime. A few days ago, four Russian Jews arrived at Jaffa, and as they were 
not in possession of legal passports, were refused permission to land, and had 
to return on board ship. 

On the other hand, there is a concession to be noted. At the request of 
Herr Mendel Kramer, of Jerusalem, the Pasha has abolished the old regula- 
tion whereby Turkish subjects who are Jews were compelled, on purchasing 
landed property, to sign an undertaking not to lease the property to Jewish 
immigrants nor to build a synagogue upon it. Herr Krimer pointed out to 
the Pasha that this regulation was incompatible with the principles of the 
Constitution and was degrading to the Jewish community. The Pasha agreed 
with this view, and the regulation was repealed. This old custom was not 
only a burdensome indignity to the Jews but was also coupled with material 
damage, inasmuch as each defective form involved a duty of 20 franes. This 
curious Jewish tax amounted yearly to about 20,000 francs. 


SERVIA. 


According to the latest statisties there are 5,729 Jews in Servia out of a 
total population of 2,735,147. The Jews are officially regarded as a separate 
nationality for census purposes.

THE LATE BARON DE GUNZBURG. 

Prior to the removal of the body of the late Baron to Paris an influential 
deputation of the St. Petersburg community approached the family of the 
deceased with a view to persuading them to inter the late Baron in the 
capital of Russia. The delegates were, however, informed that the family 
found it impossible to depart from the expressed wish of the deceased. The 
funeral procession was followed by over ten thousand people. ’The sympathy 
demonstrated by the Russians to the Jews on the occasion was remarkable. 
The usual anti-Semitic attitude of the St. Petersburg crowds towards Jewish 
funerals gave way to general mourning, and large bodies of Russians paid 
their respects to the late Baron by raising their hats as the coffin passed. The 
last service at the Synagogue was attended by Count Witte, the Governor of 
the Imperial Bank, Count Musyn-Pushkin, of the Emperor's suite, the Governor 
of St. Petersburg, representatives of the Ministry of Finance,and Prince Olden- 
burg, the Minister of Switzerland, and several members of both Houses of Par- 
liament. Speeches were delivered by Rabbi Temkin, Rabbi Maze, M. Vinaver 
and Dr. Wilenski. Services were also held at the Wilna and Kovno railway 
stations as the train conveying the body to Paris stopped there. Thousands 
of wires and letters of sympathy continue to arrive from every part of Europe, 
The Grand Duke of Hesse has sent a message of condolence to the family. 
A great impression has been produced by the article of the anti-Semitic 
Prince Mestchersky in his Grazdanin. Referring to the late Baron, the 
writer described him as the personification of honesty and kindness. “ Only 
exalted characters are capable of his exemplary deeds,” remarked the Prince, 
“and Russia would have been far happier had she possessed many 


Gtinzburgs.” 
THE DUMA. 


The Sunday Closing Committee has decided to recommend to the Duma 
that Sunday trading should be permitted for five hours. The two Jewish 
deputies, M. Niselovitch and M, Freedman, worked very hard to obtain that 
eoncession for Jewish traders. The Government representative and the 
Right did all in their power to frustrate their efforts, which were, however, 
ultimately crowned with saccess. The decision is of enormous importance 
to Jews, in view of the severe repression they have had to withstand from 
the Russian police, who have everywhere tried their utmost to prevent our 
coreligionists from opening their shops on Sundays. 

In view of the continual use made by the Real Russians of the insulting 
term Zchid in referring to our brethren in the Duma, all the Opposition 
parties, with the exception of the Polish Kolo, have entered a protest against 
the President for failing to call the speakers to order. The pro-Jewish 
demonstration was organised by M. Freedman, who, owing to the illness of 
Niselovitch, took the initiative in the matter. The refusal of the Polish 
deputies to side with the Jews has been the subject of several comments in 
the Duma lobbies. 

During the discussion of the estimates of the Ministry of the Interior, 
the spokesman of the Constitutional-Democrats, M. Andzemov, rose to call 


the attention of the House to the sad condition of the Jews as a result of the . 


restrictions imposed on them. He asked the Assembly to examine the posi- 
tion of our coreligionists in order to gain a fall idea of national oppression, 
which Russia has so strongly condemned by its protest against the treatment 
of the Slavs in Austria. 

He was followed by M. Roditcheff, who delivered a strong attack on the 
oppression of the various nationalities in Russia, and by M. Freedman, who 
stated that, in his opinion, the Jews could not expect anything from the 
present Government. 

The energetic efforts of the Constitutional democrats on behalf of the 
Jews have created an excellent impression on our coreligionists in Russia. 


RIGHT OF RESIDENCE OF JEWS. 


A conference of merchants has adopted a resolution in favour of asking 
the ministry to permit their Jewish colleagues to reside in all parts of the 
Empire. It is believed that the Government will agree to relax some of the 
restrictions against the Jewish representatives. 

The Zemstvo of Taurida has appealed to the Senate to permit Jewish 
corn merchants to reside in the province. 

The Bokhara Jews have been informed that before they could be allowed 


to settle in Turkestan as Russian subjects, they would have to pay the dues” 


attached to the registration of merchants in the second guild. 

The Ministry of the Interior is preparing a new circular further defining 
the right of residence of Jewish students at Tsarskoe Selo, Gatchina and 
Pavlovsk. 

Sixty-five more Jewish artisans were exiled from St. Petersburg, whilst 
twenty-one Jewish families were expelled from the village. Znamenka. 


THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 


The Tsar has received a deputation from the Potchayeff Monastery, 
which ineluded the notorious Jew-baiter, Vitali. His Majesty greeted the 
anti-Semitic delegates in very cordial terms. 

The Black Hundreds are preparing a petition to the Tsar requesting him 
to abolish freedom of conscience in Russia. 

A former member of the Real Russian Council has revealed to the world 
the fact that M. Dubrovin used to pay peasants to participate in the Real 
Russian conferenees, in order to demonstrate to the Government the 
popularity of the Union amongst the peasants. hee 

M. Paurishkeviteh is about to open a Real Russian theatre in St. Peters- 
burg, at which anti-Semitic plays alone will be presented.

NEW YORK, March 5. 
GREAT DISTRESS IN NEW YORK GHETTO. 


That the hard times continue and great distress prevails among the 
poor of New York's Jewry is evident from the following appeal which has 
been privately issued by the United Hebrew Charities and forwarded 
through the mails to many of the influential persons of this community. The 
appeal has not been made public here, and may entirely be withheld from the 
Press, but 1 have been permitted to forward it to the JEWISH CHRONICLE :— 


A grave emergency confronts the Jews of New York. The number of 
unemployed is not materially less than it has been, and they are in a very much worse 
condition than heretofore. Their accumulated savings being exhausted, they are 


forced to apply for aid at the United Hebrew Charities, many of them for the first 
time in their lives The number applying because of lack of work is four times as 
large as two years ago, and fifty per cent. larger than last year. Many families are on 
the verge of despair, as is shown by their letters, nearly two hundred of which are received 
daily Meanwhile, the ordinary demands on the Charities, due to sickness, widow- 
hood, ete., Continue as usual. The United Hebrew Charities has, up to the present 
Lime, cared, to a very reasonatble extent, and after a thorough investigation, for e\ ery 
deserving case. In order to do justice to the prevailing conditions, we must promptly 
secure additional funds to the extent of at least 100,000 dols We call your attention 
to the annexed statement, which gives the situation in detail. At a meeting held 
recently of persons interested in the problem of the Jewish poor it was resolved to 
issue this appeal for subscriptions to such a fund, Will you not aid us to obtain this 
amount?’ Unless we are promptly supplied, a large proportion of the worthy and 
deserving poor will have to be denied assistance. Subscriptions to the amount of more 
than 40,000 dols. have already been received May we ask that you designate on the 
enclosed card the amount you are willing to contribute * 

The appeal was signed by the officers and Committee. 

1 am informed that, in response to this appeal, 20,000 dols. has already 
been promised to the Charities. The United Hebrew Charities has also 
issued its budget for the financial year ending September 30th, 1909, which 
shows an estimated deficit of 111,000 dols. on an expenditure of 240,000 dols. 


THE COMMUNITY ORGANISED. 

The projected organisation of the Jewish community of New York is now 
an established fact, and at a meeting which will be held next Saturday even- 
ing officers will be elected, who, in the future, will officially represent and 
guide the destinies of New York's Jewry. After two long and stormy 
sessions of the constituent convention, which began at the Hebrew Charities 
building on Saturday night, it was decided to form such an organisation, and 
yesterday the draft of a constitution, which was presented by the preliminary 
Committee of twenty-five of the Clinton Hall Conference was adopted, with a 
number of modifications. 

The more important organisations of New York, including seventy syna- 
gogues, were répresented by the 280 delegates present. The leaders of 
Jewish orthodoxy of this city, who had held a preliminary conference, and 
headed by the Rev: Dr. Asher, the Rev. Dr. Mendes, and Rabbi Drachman, 
had prepared to make a fight for the recognition of religious interests as the 
chief object of the community, withdrew their objections on the strength of 
the opening remarks of the Chairman, Dr. J. L. Magnes, who outlined the 
future work of the organisation. 

The long discussion of the evening, in which Louis Marshall, C. L. 
Sulzberger, Samuel Dorf, Dr. Asher, Dr. Wise and others participated, closed 
with a dramatie climax when Mr. Jacob H. Schiff modestly stepped forward 
to speak. He received an ovation from the delegates, and when the applause 
subsided, he made a plea for unity and for fair play to all sections of Jewry. 
He moved the adoption of article 2 of the constitution, which was at once 
passed. 

Article 2 provides :— 

The purpose of the Jewish community of New York City shall be to further the 
cause of Judaism in New York City, and to represent the Jews of this city with respect 
to all local matters of Jewish interest. This organisation shall not engage in 
any propaganda of a partisan political nature or interfere with the autonomy of a 
constituent organisation. 

Article |, determining the name of the organisation, had already been 
adopted on the motion of Mr. Marshall. 

Among the other articles that were adopted at Sunday's session, were 
the following :— 

The Jewish community of New York City shall be constituted in the following 
manner from among the Jewish organisations and societies of New York City. 

Every incorporated synagogue with not less than 50 or more than 250 contributing 
members or seatholders—one delegate. For every additional 250 contributing 
members or seatholders or fraction thereof—one delegate. Every incorporated Jewish 
society or lodge in sympathy with the objects of the community, with not less than 
10 members, and not affiliated with any local federation, under paragraph 2 above— 
one delegate, and one additional delegate for each additional 1,500 members. 

Societies of Rabbis, Cantors, or social workers, and faculties of Jewish colleges— 
one delegate each. 

No organisation shall have representation in this community unless it shall have 
been established at least one vear before the date of the application for representation. 

The Executive Committee of the community shall have the power to decide on the 
eligibility of organisations and delegates. 

No person shall be eligible as a delegate unless he be an American citizen. 

Delegates shall be chosen for one year, and shall serve until their successors are 
elected. 

Political organisations shall not be eligible for membership. 

The proposed relation between the community and the national Jewish 
body which is known as the American Jewish Committee, caused the most 
exciting debate of Sunday’s session.. The Committee was severely criticised 
on the ground of its undemocratic form of organisation. Mr. Louis Marshall 
explained that the Committee was called into being because of the necessity 
of an authoritative body at the time of the Russian relief work to protect 
the interests of the Jews in any part of the world. Was it wrong that the 
community helped Jews in distress in all parts of the world? Was it wrong 
to endeavour to make the passport of worth and American citizenship 
respected in any country ? 

Article V., in which a Committee of twenty-five of the community is pro- 
vided for and made a part of the national Committee and which reserves the 
power over local Jewish matters to the Executive Committee of the com- 
munity, was finally adopted. The other articles as to dues, quorum, and 
amendments were quickly passed, and then on the motion of Mr. Samuel Dorf 
the whole constitution was adopted as amended. 


TO PROTECT JEWISH CITIZENS. 


As predicted, the House of Representatives at one of its last sessions 
before the inauguration of the new President, adopted a resolution in the 
matter of the passport question, of which I wrote to you, and the following 
despatch from Washington was received here the day before yesterday :— 

_ Washington, March Ist.—A joint resolution was adopted by the House of Repre- 
B>ntitives to-day requesting the President to renew negotiations with Russia to 


secure uniformity of treatment and protection to American citizens holding pass. 
ports. The resolution is designed to have the Russian Government vise the passports 
of Jewish citizens of the United States. 

This refers to the resolution introduced by Congressman Goldfogel, to 
which I called attention in my previous letter, and which was reported on 
favourably by the Committee on Foreign Affairs. The resolution found a 
number of eloquent champions in the House, and passed without any 
difficulty. Among those who spoke in favour of it were several well-known 
Congressmen from New York. 

It is reported here to-day from Washington that the resolution was 
unanimously adopted in the United States Senate. this morning at the last 
session prior to the inauguration. The resolution is regarded as a direct 
affront of our Government to Russia and is considered to be of importance t 
the Jewish people. 

PRESIDENT TAFT ON THE PASSPORT QUESTION. 
NEW YORK, March 5. 

In his inaugural address which President Taft delivered, yesterday, in 
Washington, on the occasion of his induction into office, he made the follow- 
ing reference to the question of the protection of our citizens in foreign 
countries, regardless of race or religion: 

The policy of the United States in the Spanish war, and since, has given it o 
position of influence among the nations that it never had before, and should be coy 
stantly exerted to securing to its bond fide citizens, whether native or naturalised 
respect for them as such in foreign countries. We should make every effort to preven: 
humiliating and degrading prohibition against any of our citizens wishing temperaril, 
to sojourn in foreign countries because of race or religion. 

This utterance is in keeping with the other expressions of Mr. Taft, 
which he delivered on the subject prior to his election. 


JAPANESE EMBASSY FOR MR. STRAUS. 


The retirement of Mr. Oscar S. Straus from the United States Cabinet 
was made known through your columns before the matter was definitely 
announced in any of the Jewish papers of this country. It was significant 
that, though Mr. Taft's determination to make a complete change in the 
Cabinet was well known, some pressure was brought to bear upon the 
Government to have it avail itself of the peculiar talents and special! 
experience of Mr. Straus, and recently there was a conspicuous agitation in 
behalf of the recognition of his services carried on through the New York 
Times and other friendly publications... But since then it was generally 
understood that Mr. Straus would retire to private life and return to his New 
York home. At the convention to organise the Jewish community, which 
was held last Sunday, Mr. Straus was nominated as a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Kehilah. The gentlemen of the Nominating 
Committee would ordinarily be expected to be in a position to know of Mr. 
Straus’ plans. 

Nevertheless, a special dispatch to the New York Times, which was 
received here to-day from Washington, states that President Taft has offered 
the Embassy to Japan to Mr. Oscar S. Straus, Secretary of Commerce and 
Labour in President Roosevelt's Cabinet, and that Mr. Straus has accepted 
it. He will suceeed Mr. Thomas J. O'Brian, who became Ambassador a‘ 
Tokio in the fallof 1907, Mr. O'Brian went to Tokio with Mr. Taft when the 
latter was on his way to the Phillipines to open the first Phillipine Assembly. 

The dispatch further reealls that Mr. Straus has had considerable 
diplomatic experience, having been Minister to Turkey under Presidents 
Harrison and Mckinley. He has madea special study of international law 
and diplomacy, and is the author of several works on the subjects. In his 
‘apacity as Secretary of Commerce and Labour, Mr. Straus has had a great 
deal to do with the handling of the delicate subject of Japanese immigration 
into this country. 


Dr. Jacob H. Hollander, Professor of Political Economy at the Johns 
Hopkins University, has been asked to act on a commission to Liberia to 
investigate comlitions of government in that country. 

Judge Mayer Sulzberger has declined nomination for a judgeship of the 
Supreme Court. In reply to an inquiry whether he had refused nomination, 
he answered in the aflirmative, and added :— 

To succeed so great a jurist as Chief Justice Mitchell, and to sit with the eminen’ 
jurists on that bench, would undoubtedly be the highest honour which a Pennsylvania 
judge or lawyer can reach. There are, however, other considerations bevond thos 
merely personal. The Constitution makes the term of a Supreme Court Judge twent 
one years, and thereby implies practically that in entering upon ita man should no! 
be more than fifty years of age, and preferably should be younger. 

Jacob Gordin, the well-known Yiddish playwright, author of the “Kreutzer 
Sonata,”’ and many other plays, is seriously ill at his home in Brooklyn. He 
has for some time been failing in health, and is now suffering from pleurisy. 

Fouroutof the ten first prizes awarded by the New York Times totheschoo! 
children of New York for the best essay on Lincoln have been won by Jewish 
children. One little girl, Alexandra Kliatschi, a Russian by birth, has been in 
America only a few years. 

Das Jiidische Volk is the title of a new Jewish weekly paper in New York, 
which is to be devoted to the interests of Zionism.

-»90,000, Had this talent for finance been devoted to the Jewish community 
ts synagogal management, a bright tale would also be told instead of the 
dismal one which the passage of each year seems to make more dismal. But, 
on, a Treasurer such as Mr. Graumann has proved himself ‘to be would 
never have been allowed a free hand to work out salvation. His way would 
»,ve been marked out for him so that there could be no deviation to the right 
y» left. Perhaps it is just as well he has been given the opportunity in a 
\arger sphere to show his talents, and yet one cannot help feeling sorry that 
sich a solation for communal difficulties should never have been employed. 

The Johannesburg Jewish Guild is typical of the Wandering Jew. It isa 
society without a home. It has done, and is doing, excellent work, and this 

‘thout a centre from which to work. No doubt the difliculties under which 
they labour have called out all the resources of an energetic Committee, and 
it is perhaps because of the difficulties that success has been achieved. But 
the work must progress or retrogress, and it is absolutely necessary for the 
former that a permanent home should be established. It is not to be counted 
to the Johannesburg community for righteousness that such a society as the 
Guild is bandied about from pillar to post in order to carry out its fixtures. 
its latest lecture on European Ghettos was delivered by Mr. I. H. Harris in 
the hall of the Congregational Church, kindly obtained for them by the Rev. 
rank Collyer, who also lent and worked the lantern to illustrate the lecture 
with theslides specially procured through the London Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies. While deeply grateful to Mr. Collyer for his interest in the Guild 
and for the trouble he took to obtain for them the hall, one cannot help 
thinking it somewhat anomalous that a Jewish society should be dependent 
upon a Jhistian Church to hold its meeting. One good effect has certainly 
resulted from this act of charity. It has fostered a kindly feeling between 
the two denominations, Perhaps a further benefit may accrue to the Guild. 
The eyes of the community may have been opened to the fact that it is not 
treating the rising generation fairly, that the present want of cohesion 
between its own parts is acting prejudicially in a quarter which is 
deserving of every encouragement. If this be so, then perhaps the wander- 
ings of the Guild may have served a good purpose, and we shall not have to 
wait till the communal reins are taken up by the present Guild members 
before such an institution can receive encouragement from the proper 
quarter and in a proper manner. 

A Juvenile Zionist Society was recently formed in Johannesburg. Dr. 
(oodman, the Commissioner appointed by the South African Federation for 
Juvenile Zionist Societies, presided at the inaugural meeting, and impressed 
upon the members the necessity of studying Jewish history, so that they 
could understand the proper pride in calling themselves Jews. Mr. L. 
Heymann, another Commissioner, also addressed the meeting. 

Mr. S. F. Epstein has achieved another success in the musical world. He 
staged the opera “ Rip Van Winkle” for a fortnight at the Standard Theatre. 
\ir. Epstein took the title role, and, as usual, his performance was artistic in 
the highest degree. Crowded audiences testified their appreciation of his 
work. 

The finances of the Witwatersrand Jewish Helping Hand and Burial 
Society have long been in a parlous state, and there has been considerable 
danger of curtailment of the good work done by the Society. To prevent 
this a benefit performance was given at the Empire Theatre, and it is satis- 
factory to note that as a result the Treasurer, Mr. Leo Simmons, has received 
a cheque for over £786. 

Mr. Manfred Nathan recently lectured to a crowded audience at the 
/ionist Hall, the subject being “ The Jew as a Citizen.” Mr. Nathan said 
that to Zionists more than to anyone else the suitability of a Jew to the 
rights and duties of citizenship was a question of paramount importance, for 
Zionists were working towards the establishment of a legally secured home 
in Palestine for the Jewish nation, and no State could exist unless its citizens 
were men capable of self-government and willing to obey thelaws. Biblical 
history showed that the ancient Jewish race flourished under a highly centra- 
lised form of government. and it was not due to any inherent defect in 
its constitution that Palestine was eventually lost to the race. 
From the time of the dispersion to the present day the conduct 
and behaviour of the Jew in those lands which had any settled form of 
civilised: government was a complete answer 
the fitness of the Jew to make the land wherein he dwelt prosperous, 
happy and contented. Spain and Portugal, enriched by Jewish art, science 
and capacity, throve until these were driven out when these countries sank 
into insignificance. England, Germany, Austria, Hungary, Turkey and 
America have all their proportion of Jewish citizens, who have served the 
land of their adoption with all their hearts, with all their souls, and with all 
their might. In actual warfare the percentage’of Jews who had died for the 
land of their adoption was in excess of their numbers. Without counting the 
cases of heroism on the part of Jewish soldiers in all continental campaigns, 
one need go no further back than a few years when in South Africa alone 
hundreds of Jewish volunteers laid down their lives, and some 1,500 men left 
their business and all that was dear to them merely to prove their right to 
he called citizens of the Empire. In South Africa especially, where both 
English and Dutch dealt fairly with the Jew, there could be no reason to com- 
plain that the bulk of the people did not repay it with work and gratitude. 
/\onism which ineuleated loyalty, orderliness, obedience to law and organi- 
sation could only increase the value of every Jew to the town in which he 
lived for on the citizen depended the safety of the state. And as the Jew 
ade himself of value to the state wherein he dwelt, so would he increase 
the possibilities of a successful, legally secured home in Palestine.

Lieutenant Phillips, of Melbourne, who was in charge of No. 6 Company 
of the Royal Australian Artillery during the annual course of gunnery in the 
Queenscliff Fort, is the son of the most famous of Australian 
insolvency lawyers and probably the best Shakespearean 
scholar in the State of Victoria. The progenitor of the 
numerous members of the Phillips family in Australia was the first Jewish 
Minister of the Sydney Hebrew Congregation. | 

Mr. Max Hirsch, whose death occurred, in Viadivostock, on March 4th, 
was a native of Cologne, and an Australian colonist of twenty years’ stand- 
ing. Arriving in Melbourne in 1880, as representative of a group of German 
manufacturers at the first Australian International Exhibition, he soon 
showed his ability as a platform orator and publicist. He was a champion 
of Free Trade, an opponent of Bimetallism, and an advocate of Henry George's 
Single Tax. Besides writing and lecturing in Australia, a large number of 
works published in England stand to his name, the most important being his 
*“ Democracy versus Socialism,” published by Macmillan, which, by the way, 
has been adopted as one of the text-books in the University of Japan. He 
also wrote for the British Quarterly, and German magazines. In 1902, Mr. 
Hirsch was elected to the Victoria State Parliament for Mandurang, but 
resigned his seat to fight the battle of Free Trade in the Federal Parliament. 
He was defeated by a narrow majority. As Secretary of the Royal Com- 
mission on Sweated Industries in Victoria, he was largely responsible for 
the Wages Boards, which have become law in several Australian States. 
Early last summer, Mr. Hirsch formed a syndicate of investors in Melbourne, 
to acquire timber-cutting concessions in Siberia from the Russian Govern- 
ment. He made Vladivostock his headquarters, and successfully inaugurated 
a timber export trade to Melbourne. The change from the warm climate of 
Australia to the Siberian cold evidently was the cause of his death, now 
recorded, at the age of fifty-six years. Mr. Hirsch was educated at the High 
School of Eschweiler, and studied at the University of Berlin. As a political 
economist, he was widely known outside his large cirele of readers in 
Australia. 


Melbourne. 


Sir Julian Salomons, K.C., has caused some sensation in orthodox Jewish 
circles at Sydney by an address, which he made to the Cremation Society of New 
South Wales on January 28th. At the outset, Sir Julian declared it 
was his desire to be cremated, and later on he said he would donate 
five guineas to the society as a life-member, on the understanding 
that it would ensure his cremation. Sir Julian Salomons is of opinion that 
cremation is not un-Jewish. It may not be generally known that Sir Julian 
Salomons, who is a native of Birmingham, went out to Australia with the 
late Mr. Mark Marks as tutor to the “first Jewish skipper.” Mr. Marks 
bought, some fifty-seven years ago, a vessel, on which to emigrate with his 
numerous family, and acted as his own skipper. Salomons, who was seven- 
teen years of age, was one of the passengers. After teaching the Marks 
children for some time, he became Secretary to the Sydney Hebrew Congre- 
gation. It was during that period that he studied law and was admitted to 
the Bar of New South Wales, subsequently rising to his famous position.

The Baron Montreal's great Jewish 


Montreal. charity organisation, has been compelled to issue an appeal 
to the community for more support. The Institute, which 
is at present expending over 7,000 dols. a month on relief work, 


has «a membership of but 400. When we consider that Montreal 
has a Jewish population of over 30,000, we realise that a large pro- 
portion of those who should give to charity are shirking their obligation. 
This fact is further emphasised by reading the list of those who do subscribe 
and the amount given by each, from which it will be seen that our potential 
millionaires consider that a donation of 250 dols. a year to the funds of the 
Institute relieves them from any further contributions to the cause of Jewish 
charity. The indifference of the masses is thus readily understood, 

The Board of Directors of the Institute are making efforts to consolidate 
the various Jewish charity organisations, and to that end they recently held 
a meeting in the Boardroom of the Institute. The societies represented, in 
addition to the Baron de Hirsch Institute, were the two other principal 
dispensators of charity, the Ladies’ Aid Society and the Ladies’ Hebrew 
Benevolent Society. Mr. Lym Cohen, President of the Institute, laid before 
the meeting a clear and comprehensive plan of what could be accomplished 
by the unification of the three societies, and the better distribution of relief 
which could be obtained thereby. Mr. Cohen laid especial stress upon the

; well, some as young as eight years. The children remain up untila very late 
2 hour, especially on Saturday nights, when all the late editions come out, as 
; no papers can be printed on Sunday. Naturally this custom is very bad for 
a the children, who are subjected to every evil influence, and it has reached 
y such a stage that steps to stop it are imperative. 


r The recent arrests made in Montreal and Toronto of employés of the 
-¢ Grand Trunk Railway, three of whom were Jews, accused of. defrauding the 
+ company by means of bogus railway tickets, caused the’ local Press to 
announce the fact that some of those accused were Jews. It is, of course, 
Pd hardly necessary to state that the religion and nationality of the remaining 
- prisoners were not mentioned. This incident led to the insertion of an article 
. in the Montreal Herald written by Mr. S. W. Jacobs, K.C. Mr. Jacobs drew 
attention to the fact that when a Jew committed a criminal offence, his 
religion and race were proclaimed broadcast, but when a Jew obtained 
a success in any of the walks of life, cognisance was not taken of his race and 
religion. 

The community in general, and the Zionists in particular, are delighted 
over the fact that both the silver cup for the best individual speaker, and 
the cup presented to the year which produced the best speaker, were won by 
Miss Minnie Bernstein of the second year, at the Royal Victoria College, for 
a speech given by her, the subject being “ Zionism.” 

3 The male side of the community has also been winning laurels. The 
a gold medal and the silver medal, which are presented by the McGill Debating 
Society, have both been won by Jews. The former was won by Mr. J. 

Alexander, late of Capetown, South Africa, with a lecture entitled “South 
Africa .after the War,” and the latter by Mr. L. Fitch with a lecture entitled 
Zionism.” 

The Federation of Zionist Societies of Canada continues to maintain its 
.. record for vigorous and eflicient work on behalf of Hebrew Nationalism, and 
. it is particularly noteworthy that since the establishment of constitutional 
government in Turkey, and the consequent improvement in  condi- 
tions in Palestine, the Canadian Zionist Federation has been more 
active and aggressive in its undertakings than ever before. There was a 
notable meeting of the chief Executive officers in Montreal at the residence 
of Mr. Clarence I, de Sola, recently, when it was resolved to make a strong 
effort to secure large individual subscriptions for those funds which would 
help most to promote immediate practical work in Palestine, and there has 
just been issued from the Press a very urgent, stirring and eloquent appeal 
for the Party Fund. This appeal, which is addressed to the Jews of Canada, 
is being circulated in thousands throughout the country, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific Coast, and bears the signatures of Mr. Clarence I. de Sola, Presi- 
dent of the Federation; Mr. H. Bernstein, Treasurer ; and M. J. S. Leo, Hon. 
Corresponding Secretary. The Zionist movement is certainly growing apace 
in Canada in many directions. The impetus which it has given to the study 
of Hebrew and the cultivation of Jewish literature deserves more than 
passing notice. The meetings of the Ivriah Society of Montreal are most 
interesting, for here it is a fixed rule that no-one can address the meeting 
except in Hebrew, and those whose acquaintance with the language is limited 
are obliged to express themselves as best they can, and have any mistakes 
corrected by explanations in Hebrew, somewhat on the Berlitz system. All 
the members of this Society are Zionists. The Canadian North-West 
provinces possess many branches of the movement, and Mr. J. S. Leo has 
recently been visiting these societies, and interest in practical colonisation 
work in Palestine finds as many supporters in the North-West as in the more 


Easterly provinces.

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE 
AND ITS MINISTERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sink,—Your correspondent “ An Onlooker,” in calling attention to the very 
unsatisfactory system which at present obtains in the United Synagogue in 
dealing with applications from the Local Boards of Management for increases 
in the salaries of their Ministers, certainly expresses the feelings of the 
majority of the members of the Council, who have been present on Budget 
Nights, when these applications are under consideration. Nothing ean be 
more painful than the discussions that ensue on these occasions between the 
Treasurers on the one side, and the representatives of the several Synagogues 
on the other when an adverse recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee with reference to a Minister's salary is challenged and fought out to 
adivision. Ihave known instances when after a protracted debate the 
champions of the Minister have been ultimately beaten by a majority of L apetnan 
The general resolution which was submitted, by the Finance Com- 
mittee a.d adopted by the Council at the recent Budget meet- 
ing, against which your correspondent protests, and upon which 
you make adverse comment in your note of the week, was an act of 
grace for which all the Ministers affected by it have good reason to be 
thankful as compared with the discussions which have engaged the Council 
on many an occasion when these applications have been dealt with seriatim. 
In this instance no invidious comparisons were made between one Minister 
and another, and no preference shown between the Minister of a surplus and 
a deficit Synagogue as has been the case when each application has been 
submitted to the Council. The omnibus Resolution disposing of all the 
applications at one fell swoop may have been, as you point out, ungenerous 
and unwise, but it was at least dignified and could not possibly hurt the 
susceptibilities of the most sensitive of Ministers. The community has 
reason to be grateful to the JEWISH CHRONICLE for suppressing the details ol 
many a discussion on Ministers’ salaries which would certainly make the 
position of Minister more distasteful than it is already among young men of 
promise in Anglo-Jewry. If a workable scheme such as regulates the 
salaries of officials in other public services cannot be devised to meet the 
varying circumstances of the constituent Synagogues of the United 
Synagogue it ought to be possible to avoid the unseemly wrangle to which 
the Council has become accustomed on Budget Nights. Any method of com- 
promise between the Finance Committee and the Local Boards would be 
preferable to the present procedure, both in the interests of the Ministers and 
the Council. I can recall an instance in connection with the Synagogue which 
| have represented at the Council for some years when the question of the 
Minister's salary came up for discussion three years in succession on Budget 
Nights. The Minister in question, one of the best known and most hard- 
working in the service of the United Synagogue, had received no increase in 
stipend for four years whenthe Board of Management unanimously recom- 
mended in the Budget of 1905 an inerease in his salary of £50. The applica- 
tion was rejected. In 1906 it was renewed and again rejected. In 1907 it was 
unanimously recommended for the third time when the Minister was re- 
warded by an increase of £25. Surely itis due to the Ministers and to the 
community they serve that some more dignified method should be evolved for 
dealing with applications which it is always painful to refase, and yet it may 
not be possible to entertain. It is to to hoped that the Treasurers may be able 
to submit a scheme to meet the difficulty.

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 
ANNUAL REPORT, 


DECREASE IN EXPENDITURE, 


The annual report of the Jewish Board of Guardians sets out with an 
interesting reference to the effeet upon the finances of the Board of the Old 
Age Pensions Act. On October 20th the Executive Committee resolved “ that 
the clerk to the Fixed Allowance Committee be instructed to inform such 
cases as are entitled to the receipt of old age pensions that their allowances 
cease on January Ist; that the clerk assist applicants to fill up the form of 
application for pensions, and that in reply to question 10, it should be stated, 
inter alia, that the allowance from the Jewish Board of Guardians is so much 
per week, which terminates on January Ist, 1909. Similar action was subse- 
quently taken by other public bodies. “In practice,” says the report, “ the 
benefit to the Board, when the cases affected were reconsidered in the light 
of the decisions of the Pensions Committees proved as WAS anticipated, 
quite inappreciable.” At the date of writing (middle of February), twelve 
State pensions have been granted to Board cases in receipt of fixed allow- 
ances, and one to a temporary allowance case. Two cases were disallowed, 
one refused to apply, and two are under consideration out of a total of 
eighteen cases which were thought to qualify for the benefit of the Act. 
The total saving tothe Board is about £2.a week, excluding one case since 
dead where the Board had allowed 7s. 6d. and the State granted a pension of 
0S. “We desire iO emphasise this statement,” continues the report, “that the 
Act, which is to cost the country from eight to ten millions a year, 
benefits the Jewish Board of Guardians to the extent of about £100 
out of roughly £11,000 spent annually by the Allowances Committees. 
The saving is therefore negligible, and, flattering «as this may be 
to the self esteem of ‘the community which supports its Own poor 
two remarks may be permitted. One is that the community must not think 
that any material portion of its burden had been transferred to the shoulders 
of the State ; the other is that the Pensions Act is not a substitute for Jewish 
charity. The nationalisation clause acts as a bar, and is not likely soon to 
be amended. Subscribers are reminded. accordingly, that the claims made 
upon them by the Board are not reduced by the operation of the Act.” 

During the year the amount expended on direct relief has decreased by 
£7,962, compared with 1907, and by £9,641, compared with 1906, the year in 
which the Russian burden fell most heavily on the Board's exchequer. A 
considerable portion of the decrease is due to diminished immigration and 
to the comparative cessation of expenditure on emigration. The total 
number of persons benefited by the expenditure of the Board, exclusive 
of grants by the Loan and the Industrial Committees, has fallen below 20,000, 
It may roughly be taken that there are four and a-half persons to each case, 
the total number of cases relieved during 1908 being 4,248. This represents 
a decrease of nearly 5,000 persons, as compared with the record of 1907, and 
of more than 7,000 as compared with the records of the two previous years. 
But the Treasurers state, from an examination of their books, that the redue- 
tion took place mainly in the early part of the year, and that the position 
has agaimchanged for the worse during the later months. In other words, 
we owe the improvement to the winter of 1907-8; the winter of 1908-9, the 
full effect of which will only be manifest when the report for the current 
year is published, is far less favonrable in respect to the condition of the 
Jewish poor in London. 


The number of new cases assisted from January Ist to December 31st last 


year amounted only to 1,075 against 2,007 during the previous annual 
period. Of these, 111 were cases of natives; 495 of foreigners who had been 


resident here seven years or more, and 404 of foreigners who had been resi 
dent here less than seven years, but who had arrived previously to 1908, The 
remaining 65 cases consisted of newly arrived foreigners, 54 of whom 
were Russians and Poles, 8 of whom were Germans and Austrians. and 3 of 
whom were Roumanians. Out of these 65 cases of new arrivals, 41 were 


repatriated. Repatriation was likewise adopted in a further 181 out of 
1,075 new cases. Ninety-eight more were emigrated to places outside 


— bringing the total of new cases emigrated and repatriated to 

7 It is interesting to add to the above figures the results of a careful analvsis of the 
kind of assistance given, not merely to the 1075 new cases, but to the grand total of 
1.248 cases (including the new) relieved by the Board during the pastyear. These con- 
sisted of 567 native cases, of 2.835 resident foreign cases of seven vears’ Standing or 
more, and of M6 foreign cases resident here less than seven years. As usual. the 
Russian and Polish elements largely preponderated among the foreigners. Temporary 
assistance Was given to 1547 of these cases: fixed allowances were granted to 511: 
temporary allowances to 40; assistance for trade purposes to 671: maternity help to 
304; help in illness to 407; medical nourishment to 202: surgical instruments to li: 
assistance jointly with the Invalid Children’s Aid Association to 22° and boots only. 
to 24 cases. If these ficures be added up, they will be found to leave a remainder of 
»20 cases, and these 320 are identical with the new cases mentioned above, of which 9&8 
were emigrated and 222 (41 plus 181) were repatriated. 

It was stated just above that 514 fixed weekly allowances were granted 
during 1908, It is worth while to point out, says the report, as illustrating 
the labour involved, that 22,208 weekly payments were made in respect to 
these 514 cases. 

The Temporary Allowance Committee dealt, during the year, with 208 
cases (93 new and 115 from the previous year), against 250 in 1907. The 
analysis shows that they consisted of 32 native cases, 150 cases of settlers 
(seven years or upwards), and 26 foreign cases (less than seven years). Con- 
siderable benefit has resulted from the policy of the last few years of 
increasing the scale of allowance, and this has accordingly been maintained. 

The report goes on to say that the work of the Board through its 
Sanitary Committee in fighting the scourge of phthisis is, in respect to the 
adaptation of means to ends, one of the most satisfactory upon which it is 
engaged. 

Two hundred and forty-six new cases were added to the register last year, leaving 
at the end of December a total of 624 cases remaining on the register, as against 521 
on December dist, 1907. Unfortunately, of these cases only 515 are being regularly 
visited. Two others have recovered, and of the remaining 107 cases, three have died 
and three have emigrated since the Committee decided that the labour of Visiting them 
was being wasted. There are still 101 cases within the knowledge of the Committee 
in respect to which they have reached with regret the same conclusion. The reduced 
staff has proved insufficient, and the fourth Health Visitor is again to be appointed. 

_ Apart from these comparative statistics, Says the report, the really 
important point to note is that there is rapidly growing among the Jewish 
poor in the East End of London a respect for and a knowledge of the laws of 
hygiene. ii This fact, to which testimony is borne in the report of our 
Sanitary Committee, is one upon which the Jewish Board of Guardians may 
fairly congratulate itself. For fifty years we ‘have been striving to spread 
this knowledge. In recent years the labour of the Sanitary Department has 


been concentrated on the prevention of consumption, and the long struggle 
against ignorance and indifference is happily showing signs of success, and 
landlords are beginning to respond to the growth of public opinion. 
The health visitors are doing all they can to induce the sick person in 
each instance to use a separate room for sleeping, and though, for one 
reason or another, they do not always feel justified in recommending a grant 
for this purpose ‘there are 150 out of 624 cases on the register in wales the 
consumptives do not adopt this obvious precaution) still the practice is 
gaining, and whenever requested the Board has made the necessary grant. 


The record of the Loan Committee, which has been at work since 1866, is 
as satisfactory as ever. Their operations have increased slightly, but they 
have followed the usual lines, and their report presents, in their administra- 
tion of just under £17,000 during 1908, no special feature for comment.

The report goes on to say that the impending revival of trade which : 
now generally hoped for, combined with the Departmental reforms mentioned 
above, may lead in the current year to more satisfactory results than have 
reported for some years past, and in the meantime the Department may 
assured that the Community watches its efforts with increasing appreciation 
of the great services that it renders to the cause of the indust rial prosperit \ 
of the Jewish poor. “The Russo-Jewish, and Board of Guardians Conjoint 
Committee record,” says the report, “a comparative reduction in the number ov 
new arrivals.” The diminution is partly to be attributed to the anti-alie 
legislation in the United States, in Canada, and in this country, but 1s more 
directly connected, as our long experience shows, with discouraging conditions 
of British trade, which have secured to warn off intending immigrants. rhe 
actual number of new cases was 438, against 772 in 1907, 1,528 in 1906, and 
2,706 in the year of massacre 1005. 

The Committee do not admit any real and effective improvement in the 
state of things in Russia. -They add that, “the latest accounts give 
no hope of an improved condition in the near future, and, though the line of 
horror, which reached its highest point in 1905, has since gradually descended, 
too sanguine a view mast not be taken of the prospects of permanent reduc- 
tion. . . . . Meanwhile, we shall not depart from our policy of warning 
intending immigrants that England is not an asylum for the vagrant and the 
ne’er-do-well, and that even for genuine bread-winners English hospitality 
must be governed by the degree of her prosperity at home. More than this 
cannot be said, and meantime an embarrassment arises from the similar 
restrictive measures adopted across the Atlantic, which have almost entire!) 
stopped, during the past year, the advantageous work of emigration. 


Turning to the finance, the report mentions that with respect to 1908, 
the total amount of money spent in the form of direct relief was less by 
£8,000 than in the previous year, a diminution which would be more grati- 
fying if the rate had been evenly distributed. Most of it dates, however, 
from the early months of the past year, and is likely to be neutralised by the 
record of the present winter.

A Woman’s Fifteen Years 
of Philanthropic Work. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MRS. MODEL. 


The days when women were denied any public part in charitable 
administration are gone—probably for ever. Jewesses were a little late 
perhaps in attaining 
their philanthropic 
majority. But they 
have come to their 
inheritance at last. 
Gradually the sphere 
of women’s work in 
the jcommunity has 
widened. More and 
more onerous and 
influential has been 
the position assigned 
toit in our communal 
economy. Even quasi- 
political bodies like 
the Council of the 
Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation have thrown 
open their portals to 
women,

headedness, and an optimism that does not lose sight of the less hopeful’ 


side of our weak humanity, she has brought to bear upon the communal 
problems just the qualities of which we stand most in need. It is fifteen 
years now since Mrs. Model first began her work in the East End, and it was 
with the idea that some of the experience garnered by this lady worker 
might prove of interest that a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE asked 
and received the favour of an interview. | 

Mrs. Model served her philanthropic apprenticeship with the Training 
Home. “I started,” she remarked, “ with Mrs. Alfred Nathan, working up the 
Home. But in charity one thing leads to another, one’s interest grows, and 
one’s eyes are opened to the great need of helpers that exists all around. 
In this way | became attracted to other branches of charitable effort. Thus 
Miss Hannah Hyam and I were the first women thhembers elected on the 
Jewish Board of Guardians—and (with a smile) they have kept us on ever 
since, though perhaps a change of personnel is now about due. Then I have 
been working with the Union of Jewish Women for about three years. One of 
the institutions in which I am greatly interested is the créche, of which I 
was for several years Honorary Secretary, and on whose Committee I still 
serve. lam also still connected with the Training Home, and then there is 
the Sick Room Helps Society which perhaps occupies more of my time and 
thoughts than any other department of work.” 

A very good record,—Mrs. Model! 

But the lady brushed the compliment aside, and proceeded to indicate 
the manner in which the Sick Room Helps Society had grown. 

* Miss Lowy and Miss Clara Harris,” she remarked, “ were original workers 
on the institution, besides myself. The Society provides maternity and 
ordinary sick nurses for the poor, and furnishes nourishment and other 
comforts, as needed. Its work has been carried on now for fourteen vears, 
and has developed very largely. We are employing between fifty and eighty 
“helps” every week during the year—probably there are seventy at work 
every week, ten at sick cases and some sixty at maternity cases. Our 
expenditure is, at a very modest estimate, about £60 a week on salaries 
alone, to say nothing of the outlay on nourishments, household expenses, and 
so forth. The total expenditure of the Society I should say, is something 
like £3,000 a year; of which £1,000 is paid by the provident members. In 
the case of this institution, what count most, I believe, are the women in the 
home, who are superintended by the nurses. The glory of our society is 
that it keeps the homes of the poor together. ~ It stands for the home and the 
protection of the home.” 

You mentioned just now the provident members. They are the members 
who contribute in advance small weekly sums for the maternity nursing they 
are expecting later on ? 

“That is so. This Provident Fund is very flourishing. We have 
continuous applications from people desiring to become members; and at 
he present time our membership runs to between four and five thousaid—an 
xtremely healthy sign. We have, | may mention, a sliding scale of con- 
ributions.” 

What of the Union of Jewish Women ? 

“ Well, if it is not employed only for hopeless cases—which some people 
seem to think it is meant for—it can do excellent work. We must not forget 
that the Union is only advisory and educational, and seeks to bring different 
communities into touch with one another.” 


The Character of the People. 


Fifteen years of labour among the Jewish poor must give one an exceptional 
insight into the character of these people, and the judgment formed of them 
must be particularly valuable when the labourer isa person of discrimination 
as well as sympathy. Mrs. Model, on the whole, takes a hopeful view, though 
she is by no means blind to the darker side of the question. 

“The people,” she said, “if they get an opportunity, are very self- 
reliant. They do not want charity if they can do without it. They are very 
anxious to get on, and are tremendously concerned for their children. Of 
course some of the people try to get a bargain out of us, if I may use the 
expression. We sometimes, for instance, have great difficulty in finding out from 
a wife the real earnings of her husband. She puts the figure at its lowest. 
Respect for the truth aoang one of our coreligionists is, | am compelled to 
admit, not all it might be. But,so far as we are eoncerned, we find that a 


little judicious firmness soon produces a more healthy state of mind. The 
poorest class, morally, that we have to deal with is that formed of the relief 
cases which we get from the Board of Guardians. But generally speaking, the 
people are hopeful. The faults they have are the faults of all lower classes (and 
of many belonging to other classes), while they have excellent qualities which 
other lower classes have not. The most favourable features in the character 
of the Jewish poor are their intense desire to rise, and their great anxiety 
for their children’s welfare. Indeed, I sometimes think that the Jewish poor 
spoil their children dreadfully. The mothers do not train their daughters to 
help in the home. They think too much of providing them—and for that 
matter their sons, too—with book-learning, and too little of the practical side 
of life—home-training for the girl, handicraft for the boy. Yet, as I say, 
these people are, on the whole, an excellent body of men and women. _ The 
great success of the Provident Fund, to which I have already alluded, is in 
itself an unmistakable testimony to their thrift, forethought, and self- 
reliance; and, by the way, the members of the Fund are greatly interested in 
the Society as a whole. They have the feeling of the * We. 

In your opinion, is poverty increasing in the East End ? 

“ Well, things, I am afraid, are very bad. Trade is greatly depressed in 
the East End. In the last three years, matters seem to have been going from 
bad to worse. The cabinet-making trade is bad, and 80 1S the boot trade, 
and these conditions, of course, make themselves felt in the homes of the 
people who are connected with these industries.” 


Immorality. . 


In what respects do you think the East End has changed since you first 
began work there ? , 

“ The most obvious and distressing change is that = 
increased. The most painful feature is that immorality 1s SO prevalent 
quite young Jewish girls. The immorality in the East. End springs in ok 
from the Oriental love of pleasure and finery ; but in part also through 
the underpaid and sweated trades, and through the difficulties of ne Some 
problem.

Speaking from your own experience of charitable work, what, on ter 
opinion, is the best thing the community has ever done in the East End ; an 
what is the chief blunder it has committed there ?

“To my mind the best thing the community achieved in East London was 
the establishment of the boys’ and girls’ clubs, the Lads’ Brigade, the Jewish 
Athletic Association, the Old Girls’ Guild—everything, in short, that tends > 
employ and improve the leisure hour. With the old people— well, it's a = ;

But with the young 
people we have fresh and impressionable material, and it 1s here that ou 

And now the worst thing the community has done in the East End? 

“Dole giving—absolutely ; to which has been added, as an aggravating 
influence—the “ Lane,” with its attractions holding the people fast in the 
centre of London.”’ 

This revolt against mere “ doles ” was, indeed, the distinguishing elementin 
Mrs. Model's remarks. It was the scarlet thread running through the whole 
of the interview. “I don’t believe,” she said emphatically, “that doles, 
and what is usually termed charity, do any good. In particular, dole-giving 
charities that take trade away from small shop-keepers in the East End are 
economically detrimental, as well as morally bad. We want fewer pauperising 
gifts and more self-help and self-reliance. It can be done. The Sick Room 
Helps Society has proved it. That, in a sentence, is the moral of all my 
experience.” 


The Ascent of Woman. 


Mrs. Model, very naturally, holds decided views as to the advance 
which women have made in responsible work, and their fitness therefor. _ 

“The value of women’s work in this country,” she pointed out, “1s being 
more and more recognised. There has been an immense change in this 
respect as compared with the time when I first began to work, though the 
change came more slowly in the Jewish community than in the rest of the 
population. The truth is, that men and women have each their own sphere 
of social effort, and that one is really the complement of the other. We women, 
to take an example, can turn our attention more profitably, perhaps, than 
men, to the care of widows, orphans, and the sick. All the institutions which 
enjoy the advantage of women members, are very pleased to have it. In my 
belief, however, women’s work is going to be greatly extended in the future. 
Women are better educated than they used to be, and their views are 
broader. They are studying economics and eugenics.” 

You still need more women workers ? | 

“Many more. Women do not know how valuable their efforts are, and 
how much they themselves learn from the work. They do not yet appreciate 
their powers. The type of woman of whom we are in need is the educated Jewish 
woman—not so much, perhaps, the impressionable woman, who is generally all 
heart. Charity needs head as well as heart. Nor do we want mere book- 
learning, but book-learning practically applied.” 

Philanthropic work is sometimes depressing ? 

“Very—at times. It needs an enormous fund of optimism, seeing that 
we may have to deal with ninety-nine disappointing cases for the sake of the 
one that succeeds. Yes, the charitable worker must have a stout heart and a 
strong nerve. But in the end the work is not without its compensation. The 
people receive you as their friend, and the happiness you confer brings you 
happiness too.” 

And you hope to go on with your work for many years yet? 

“ As long as my strength lasts.”

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THE JEWS AND DRAMA. 
The Jewish people in the period of their existence as a nation had no 


drama of their own. The general tenor of the Jewish law as it was inter- 
preted at that time was not favourable to dramatic representations. Neither 
was the peculiar culture of the people. The provision of the Mosaic law 
that prohibited men and women from wearing any attire other than that of 
their own sex would in itself have prevented Jews from taking part in Greek 
or Roman plays. The liking of modern Jews for the stage can be accounted 
for on a number of theories, but.it has no relation to any tendency in the 
ancient history of the people. Perhaps the fact that it is the one form of 
social amusement which is free from all traces of the ostracism that has been 
directed against them is as potent in fostering their liking for the stage as 
their emotional and artistic temperament. In the days of Ghetto seclusion 
this reason did not apply because they were shut off from the general current 
of the life of the people. Since that seclusion has become a thing 
of the past in Western lands, Jewish interest in the stage has been con- 
stantly growing. Notwithstanding the noisy declamation of biased and 
bigoted erities the general influence of Jewish interest.in the stage has been 
wholesome and improving.

THE DANGER OF MIXED MARRIAGES.

JEWS AND AGRICULTURE, 
_ The idea is very generally entertained that the Hebrew has so 
instinctive an aversion to the cultivation of the soil that it is useless to 
attempt to make a farmer of him. We are told that he will prefer to live 
and die in sweating dens, attics and cellars in the slums of the great cities, 
rather than become free, independent, and prosperous through cultivation of 
the soil. This claim, like so many generalisations of a similar character, is 
based largely on superficial observations and appearances and though 
generally accepted, even by many of the Hebrews, is, we believe, thoroughly 
fallacious. We have long believed that all that was necessary 
to reawaken the normal and old-time love of the soil in the Jewish 
heart was the companioning of conditions of freedom and security, as 
they exist in America, with intelligent direction and a certain amount of 
individual instruction on the part of persons of ability and intelligence. 
The confirmation of this belief is seen in the success that has attended 
the efforts of the Jewish Industrial Removal Office of New York, assisted by 
the Jewish Agricultural and Industrial Soeiety during the last seven years to 
relieve congestion among their people in the squalid centres of the Atlantic 
‘ities. During this time agents have been industriously seeking favourable 
locations for colonies and groups of families, and the placing on the land of 
those desirous of going who seemed fitted to successfully carry on agricul- 
tural pursuits. More than 30,000 of these denizens of the slums and ‘con- 
gested centres in our great Eastern cities have by this means been 
Successfully placed on farms in 34 states. The most successful and 
Prosperous of the colonies established is that at Woodbine, New Jersey, in 
Cape May County. It governs itself, has its own mayor and other officials, 
and, according to a recent writer, “Its streets are clean, the houses are 
detached and built with reference to plenty of air and sunshine. There are 
” Saloons, no disorderly characters, and no sweat-shops.” In Western New 

ersey much cheap land has been taken up by Jewish farmers, and in most 
“ases the results are proving satisfactory. The people are industrious, law- 
bing and courageous. Two agricultural schools for Jewish farmers have 
ore secattiated, one at Woodbine, and the other at Doylestown, Pennsylvania, 
G already Yiddish agricultural papers have been started. We believe 
a movement is destined to greatly expand and prove most beneficient to

The Two Spirits. 


ADDRESS SPOKEN BEFORE THE CAMBRIDGE HEBREW CONGREGATION, ON SABBATH, 
MARCH 13, THE TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF ITS FOUNDATION, 


By ISRAEL ABRAHAMS. 


Two Greek phrases, which we will take in English, may give the turn to 
our thoughts this morning. A good deal of our ancient literature was, as 
you know, written in Greek or preserved by translation into that language, 
and these two Greek phrases are both Jewish. One of them comes from the 
Apocrypha (Il. Mace. iv. 36). “ Let us go up to cleanse the holy place”: So 
said Judas Maccabeus and his resolute brethren during a lull in the struggle 
with Syria. The other phrase is from Josephus (Wars VI. v. 3). ‘“ Let us 
remove hence’: Such were words heard by faint-hearted priests, as they 
went by night into the Inner Temple, three months before Titus laid the 
shrine waste. 

Here we have the expression of two rival spirits which often operate in 
human life. Confronted by the corruption of society, there is a class who go 
up to cleanse the place, and there is another class who remove thence and 
live on the principle of self-sufficiency. Needless is it: to remind you that 
these two spirits are also at work in our owncommunity. It does not require 
the genius of a Goethe to put his finger on the synagogue and say: Thou ailest 
here and here! What then? It is attractive to choose the soft option and 
turn one’s back on the struggle. It is less pleasant to face the evil and 
share the danger. Alas for society, alas for synagogue, when its greater 
minds hold aloof from the tribulations of the age. 


UNIVERSITY LIFE AND THE JEWS. 

It is, then, a matter for more than local congratulation that the Jewish 
members of this University have felt themselves fired by the more robust of 
these two spirits. But reassure yourselves. A shudder must have passed 
through you when you heard reference made in one sentence to great minds 
and in the next sentence mention made of yourselves. I have shared your blushes 
under adulation in the past, and you shall have no cause for fresh blushes 
now. On the contrary, it is just on our unimportance that, in the first instance, 
| base my congratulation. The first thing we learn in Cambridge is to judge 
vurselves more modestly. We soon find that we are practically of no conse- 
quence here. What do | mean by that ? I do not mean that we are not 
welcomed here with the utmost cordiality ; | do not mean that our University 
record lacks distinction. On the contrary we are received with unstinted 
friendliness, and our record is a very creditable one. We have had more than 
our proportional share of successes, we are hardly ever below the average, 
and have mostly been far above it. Thus, when I speak of our unimportance 
hére, | am referring to something quite different. | mean this: We find that, 
of what Judaism stands for to us, most is at best a matter of curiosity to afew 
men at the University ; to the mass of them itis of no concern whatever. This 
place is full of movements, but they are not Jewish movements, Our daily inter- 
course’ with Christian friends reveals to us that they know nothing of Judaism 
and mostly care nothing for it; that our special problems are outside their 
ken. Lam consciously exaggerating here somewhat, but what lam saving is 
substantially true. We are rather sadly driven to think that, from the poirit of 
view of the University, our communal concerns area rather hole-and-corner 
affair. To change the metaphor, we find that while as members of the Univer- 
sity we share the general life, as Jews we are in a backwater, and not in the 
main stream at all. 

WIDENING THE JEWISH HORIZON, 


Now this is the finest thing that could happen to us; it is the most 
salutary, the most educative lesson. It shakes us out of our Jewish self- 
complacency. It puts our communal politics into true perspective, and 
reduces some of our most cherished ideals to their proper level. Face to 
face with a great world that knows not Judaism, we behold a Judaism that 
knows not the world. In this fact lies the ground for congratulation to-day. 
For the wider world welcomes us; we are admitted here without reserve to 
the freedom of the University. And the great temptation that assails us all 
is to make a wrong use of this equality. We are tempted to sacrifice what 
here seems the smaller at the altar of what here looms as the greater, to 
throw in our lot with the wider world at the cost of our Judaism. I do not 
mean that we are tempted to apostatise, but we are tempted to despise and 
neglect our Judaism, because the world outside Judaism seems so much 
bigger, so much more important. It is a real feather in your cap that in the 
duel between the two spirits you have rejected the voice crying “ Let us 
remove hence,” and have steadfastly determined to “go up to cleanse the 
holy place.” We will not leave Judaism for the wider world, but we will 
widen the horizon of Judaism. Time was when Judaism was the fountain- 
head whence flowed the religious, the ethical, the social aspirations of all 
men. We will makeit so again. Our Judaism shall again take account of 
the great things of life as well as of the small. Because you live here fora 
time in a wider world you will carry its ampler air into your Judaism, you 
will freshen and cleanse the holy place. You will go down from the 
University having moulted your complacency, but having strengthened your 
wings. 

A UNIQUE CONGREGATION, 

Yet, while your Judaism has been widened by this process of adjustment, 
of orientation, it is at the same time deepened by the unique character of 
this congregation. For this congregation is your own, your very own. It 
would be against human nature not to love what is so real an expression of 
yourselves. From one point of view, yours is the most Jewish congregation 
in England. The Oxford analogy is not quite exact ; for the last quarter of 
a century, at least, Oxford has always had an official minister. When I came 
to reside here, I had been used to synagogues professionally directed, 
and I felt some misgiving as to the probable vagaries and incompetences of 
amateurism. Now I will not say that these misgivings have been altogether 
falsified. Not so long ago you seemed inclined to reform the ritual every 
term, and at a certain moment it looked as though you were going to wreck the 
ship in a tea-cup storm. But all this was the defect of the quality of youth, 
and the quality has risen triumphant over the defect. Especially let me 
thank you for the excellence with which the service has been rendered. 
For you have thereby not only enabled us all to worship reverently, but 
you have given a valuable proof of the vitality of Jewish congregationalism 
in modern times. In view of this consideration, I would go so far as to main- 
tain that even though the service here were imperfectly rendered, your 
enthusiasm in the work would more than compensate for the loss of technical 
proficiency. But you need no such apology ; you have done all yourselves, 
and you have done it perfectly well. It is a curious congregation this, and 
here the Oxford parallel is exact. Its members come and go. But the 
loyalty of each generation of students makes stable what in the nature 
of things is unstable. And if you do not come up together neither do you go 
down together; there is overlapping; the freshman soon catches the spirit 
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of those slightly senior to himself; and if he is dense at the lesson the | 


second-year man is an efficient monitor. You have enjoyed one signal 
advantage, which has strengthened this continuity, and I am not referring 
to the presence of those who have come from’ without to 
offices in the University. I refer to members of your own 
body. During the past few years several old members of the 
congregation have returned as instructors where once they were learners. 
One of them is training a new generation of national teachers; another has 
enabled us to hold services out of term, especially on the Day of Atone- 
ment; and yet another has introduced just the element which our services 
lacked. The Perse boys are an asset which we have reason to prize. 


WANTED: A SYNAGOGUE, 


In the midst, then, of an environment which might have been expected 
to weaken your Judaism, you have established a congregation of an intensely 
Jewish character. For this you have to thank the pioneers who founded it 
on so true a basis. It was their foresight that gave you independence and 
responsibility; they are affectionately in our thoughts to-day. And each 
generation has gone on adding its own contribution to the prevailing Jewish 
spirit. I refer particularly to activities outside the actual services. Most 
literary movements have no direct connection with the synagogue. But 
your Schechter Society—named after one who has left a permanent mark for 
good on the University—-is congregational. 1 will say nothing of that inter- 
mittently active voleano, your local branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
which has been quiescent for the whole of last year; of your share in that 
promising institution, Lewis House, of your very lively Zionist Society, or 
of your latest infant—the Publication Committee. We must not exag- 
gerate the value of any of these activities. They are some of them far from 
robust, and they do not amount to very much all told. But they are cheering 
indications of the force of Judaism in your lives, of your interest in Jewish 
affairs, and of your desire to participate in the various energies of the com- 
munity. Most important is it for us to-day to recognise a practical 
outcome of the foregoing activities. They justify your present scheme 
to build a permanent place of worship. A small unpretentious, 
inexpensive Synagogue is really wanted. We are a little better 
off at the moment than we were, but still the present accommoda- 
tion is inadequate. Twenty years of work and growth under unfavourable 
conditions have given the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation the right to 
improve those conditions without being charged with reckless extravagance. 
The considerable increase in numbers here has transferred the scheme from 
the sphere of ambition to the realm of necessity. Moreover this congrega- 
tion, on its twentieth anniversary, rightly seeks for new means to strengthen 
its own continuity. It will make for continuity when, a few years hence, 
former generations of members revisiting the place, find services going on 
within the self-same walls, which were hallowed to them by their own 
undergraduate associations. And the feeling reacts, for each new generation 
is confirmed in its piety when it knows that where they stand in prayer their 
predecessors also stood. It is this sense of communion of past and present 
lives that makes one’s college so permanent an inspiration. We would like 
the same feeling established with regard to our synagogue. As things now 
stand we are never secure in our tenure of a meeting-place—services have 
been held in Cambridge during these twenty years in at least four different 
rooms. Such repeated.migrations are detrimental. They drive out the 
genius loci, who is sedentary, not a wandering spirit. 


A CALL FoR SERVICE. 


Thus, assembled though we are at a service of thanksgiving for the past, 
our thoughts are already turned to the future. Our gratitude is taking the 
common shape of expectation of favours to come. We are not ashamed to 
confess it, for the favours we expect are fuller opportunities, Twenty 
years! In the Pentateuch to-day we have read how twenty was the age at 
which each Israelite was required to bring his gift to the Sanctuary. 
Elsewhere we are told that at the age of twenty each man was to 
go forth with the host of Israel. Our congregation has now 


attained the qualifying age. It must bring its gift, it must go forth, 


with the host. When people flatter us personally we resent it, but we 
are proud when they praise Cambridge. We think this. the best place on 
earth. We agree that our stay here is a privilege. We come into contact 
with a fine tradition, and we share it with the rest on equal terms. But we 
yearn to harmonise this tradition with our own special tradition, our 
Judaism. We would surrender neither, but would regard the one as a trust- 
fund for the betterment of the other. For that other is no small thing. 
Judaism is for us, and if we so will, Judaism is for the whole world, far and 
away the greater of the two. Judaism is in fact precisely as great as we 
make it, and the spirit of this place, by the very force of contrast, shows wa 
how great we may make Judaism, and how we may make it great. If Judaism 


has need of our gift and our service, shall we deny them? Faint-hearted 
priest or stalwart Maccabee, on which side shall we range ourselves? On 
this day of our thanksgiving andof our hope we cannot hesitate. We will not 
shrink from the cause of our brethren, for it is our cause; we will not leave 
them to their fate, for it is our fate too. Does the Synagogue need us? We 
Then we are proud to be ealled.

On and about Mount Ebal, Dr. H. Spoer recently copied twelve Samaritan 
inscriptions. Those found on the hill were sunk letters, the period of which 
may go back to the age of Justinian. One of Dr. Spoer’s bears a date which 
corresponds to 1365. “We may therefore infer that the use of sunk letters 
extends at least into the second half of the fourteenth century.” The 
inscriptions with raised letters are more modern ; those found by Dr. Spoer 
with dates belong to the eighteenth century (1785). The inscriptions (which 
have been published in the proceedings of the Society of Biblical Archeology 
Vol. XXX part 7) contain passages from the Pentateuch. The most interesting 
variation is the inclusion in the Tenth Commandment, Exodus xx., among 
one’s neighbour's possessions that one must not covet, of the “ field " as in the 
decalogue in Deuteronomy. Another is and 28) for and in 
Genesis xlix 25. But itis questionable whether these can be regarded as 
genuine variants. The writers of the inscriptions make many obvious slips 
and these changes may be mere blunders. 

The historian of the Kethuba will find much to interest him in the 
Egyptian marriage contract described by Mr. Griffith in the same society's 
Proceedings, Vol. XXXL, part 2. The papyrus is Theban, and belongs to 
the early Ptolemaic age. It is avery large sheet, 13 by 55 ecm. “I have 
made thee wife . . . . I have given thee pieces of silver ”—how closely 
this ancient contract resembles the phraseology of the Kethuba. And this 
dates from the early part of the third century before the Common Era. 
Coming from a century later, many such contracts have been found in 
Gebelén; in these the wife's trousseau is elaborately catalogued (cf., note 
above as to the Saloniki case). The contracts contain clauses as to the 
maintenance of the wife, fines in case of divorce, compensation should the 
husband marry a second wife. Both in their parallels and contrasts these 
contracts throw much light on the Kethuba, the earliest mention of which is 
made in the Book of Tobit. The Assuan papyri, however, show that in the 
Fayyum such contracts were known to the Jews before the Ptolemaic 
period, 1. A. 


The Jew in Current Literature. 

Volume XI. of the Cambridge Modern History, “ The Growth of Nationali- 
ties,” gives little opportunity for references to Jewish history, but on the 
other hand, a not inconsiderable number of Jews who helped to make Kuropean 
history find mention therein. For instance, the young Liberal reformers 
who were in the forefront of progress in Eastern Prussia in the early forties 
of last century were, we are told, “for the mtost part Jewish, literary men 
and freethinkers.” Practically the only reference in the volume to the 
history of the Jews appears in Chapter VIII. “The Achievement of Swiss 
Federal Unity,” where we are shown that, in consequence of a commercial 
treaty with France in 1864, which guaranteed French Jews full liberty of 
residence in Switzerland, a similar privilege was extended to other Jews.

It is not necessary at this period of his career to praise the work of 
Anatole France. The name of the author is suflicient recommendation, and 
doubtless numbers of your readers have already turned with pleasure to the 
volume of short stories under this heading that has recently been pub- 
lished in an English translation.

The Religion of the Spiritualist. 


Mrs. Mary E. Boole is an old acquaintance of readers of the Jewisu 
CHRONICLE who will remember notices of several works from her pen, some 
useful, some merely curious. Her latest work, “The Message of Psychic 
Science to the World,” may be said to be both useful and curious. It is also 
intensely interesting. Mrs. Boole is, of course, a theorist, but she is some- 
thing more than that. She is able to give her theories practical application, or, 
at any rate, to make them appear plausible, and it is not every theorist who 
is able to do that. But there are some portions of the book under notice in 
which Mrs. Boole touches a higher plane altogether. How to treat a girl in 
hysterics will mainly interest those who keep hysterical girls on their 
premises. Bat the fundamental problems of life and death, God and the 
human soul affect and appeal to us all. The writer lifts these problems out 
of the conventions and away from the nostrums of speculative philosophy, 
and applies the old Jewish prescription of faith plus logic. She is certainly 
convincing in her defence of the oft-disputed proposition that faith is 
essentially logical. She even ‘goes further, and calls it science, between 
which and theology (what she might have termed pseudo-faith) she cleverly 
draws a dividing line.

STREET GAMES.—Students of folk-lore will find much to interest them 
in the games played by London children in the street, and this interest is 
enhanced in the Jewish quarters, where the children, being more clannish, 
play more together, and where, moreover, there are special games not met 
with among other children. One of the many points of interest is the 
seasonal character of the games which cannot altogether be explained by 
their suitability to the time of year. Why a peg-top should be in vogue at 
one regular time of year, and marbles at another is worth some explanation. 
Those who tramp the East End streets must be struck with one fact, and that 
is how beautifully some of the little Jewish children dance. One can 
tolerate the offensive barrel-organ for the sake of the sight of these little 
daughters of Israel tripping the light fantastic toe. 

JEWS AS PHILATELISTS.—Our Vienna correspondent reports that at 
the Philatelic Exhibition, held at Budapest last week, there were several 
Jewish exhibitors. Major J. Gelber won a gold medal for a fine show of 
unused stamps of the United States. Another gold medal was won by Herr 
Isidor Staerk, for a magnificent arrangement of unused stamps of last century, 
from all parts of the world. Herr Samuel Goldschlaeger won a silver medal 
for a valuable collection of English stamps. A like distinction was accorded 
to Herr Samuel Kajari, for a rare collection of French stamps. A large 
Lumber of Jews won other prizes.

The return of men in the Special Reserve (which has taken the place of the 
old Militia), shows a total of 62 Jews, which is exactly as in the previous twelve 
months. The men in the Artillery have increased from 4 in 1907 to 10 in 1908, 
whilst the Infantry have lost seven men and now number 49. 

There is no return available of the religious denominations of the 
members of the Territorial Forces, which return would certainly be interest- 
ing,as the number of our coreligionists who have joined during the past few 

weeks is considerable. 

In the above statistics, no account is taken of the large number of Jewish 
officers who hold commissions in His Majesty's forces and who, as far as can 
be ascertained, amount to some 180 in all.

Jews’ College. 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Wednesday at the 
College. There were present :— 

Mr. Josuua M, Levy in the Chair; the Chief Rabbi, the Revs. Professor Dr. H. 
Gollancz, Dayan A. Feldman, A. A. Green, Dayan M. Hyamson; Drs. L. D. Barnett 
and J. Snowman, Messrs. A. E. Franklin, M. E. Lange, E. L. Mocatta and R. M. 
bag-Montefiore. 

Letters were read from Mr. Otto Schiff, acknowledging his election as 
joint Treasurer, and Mr. J. H. Solomon, acknowledging the receipt of an address 
for his past. services in that capacity. 

Mr. AvoLpa TUCK, in submitting the balance-sheet, said that the accounts 
were in some respects better, and in others worse, than those submitted a 
vearago. They showed that, despite the continued considerable increase in 
the educatiofal expenditure of the College and the extra burden thrown on 
the finances by the utilisation of the rooms hitherto occupied by Dr. and 
Mrs. Friedlinder, the deficit with which the year 1908 opened had been 
increased by only £20 during the succeeding twelve months. Three factors 
had contributed to curtail the anticipated increase of the expendi- 
ture of the year. A careful eye had been kept on the adminis- 
trative expenditure, which on various items had again been reduced. 
Secondly, the munificence of Mrs, Lebus had saved the College the entire 
cost of furnishing the new Library, a cost which had been estimated to 
amount to at least £150. Thirdly, the expected expenditure of a similar 
amount on Jews’ College Entrance Scholarships had not been realised, as no 
Entrance Scholarships had been awarded until January of this year. This im- 
portant item of outgoings thus started only with the advent of 1909. The 


accounts compared unfavourably with those of the preceding year, inasmuch ° 


as, with the exception of dividends and the fixed contributions, the receipts 
under every heading were less than the corresponding items of the previous 
year. Despite theearnest appeal his colleague and he had made a yearago, with 
the exception of one or two members, not the slightest effort had apparently 
been made to enlist the much needed further annual subscriptions. Within the 
past year several subscribers of relatively large amounts had unfortunately 
passed away, while none had come forward to take their places. The total 
of subscriptions on the books of the College fell, therefore, considerably 
below that on the balance-sheet, and unless some efforts were made during 
the next few months to strengthen the subscription list, which, instead of 
increasing, was year by year growing more slender—the Treasurers of 
the institution a year hence would have a yet more pessimistic 
statement to make. The task of increasing the less than £500 
at present contributed annually by all the Jewish communities of the 
sritish Empire, should not be a difficult one, if ay the individual members 
of the Council would make the necessary effort. he cause for which they 
would plead would need little argument, for the present efficiency of the 
institution was in itself the strongest argument with which an advocate 
could be armed. He examined the items of estimated expenditure and 
expressed the hope that with the valued co-operation of his new colleague, 
Mr. Otto Schiff, the deficit with which the past year again closed might be 
wiped off during the coming year, and that the Budget to be placed before 
them in future years would be more pleasant reading. In bringing the work 
of Jews’ College before the community, he believed they would have the 
satisfaction of being able to point to the report of the special Committee 
appointed by the Council of the United Synagogue on the affairs of Jews’ 
College, which Mr. Albert Jessel, Chairman of that Committee, announced 
would shortly be issued, and which, he was sure, could not but comment 
favourably on the inestimable value of the institution to the whole of British 
Jewry. 

The draft report was considered and amended. 

It was decided to print Dr. Biichler’s contribution as a separate volume 
as owing to its size it was inconvenient to print it with the report. 

The Rev. Professor Gollancz and Mr. A. Kahn, M.A., were appointed 
delegates of the College to a conference convened by London University on 
students’ fees. 

[t was decided to present the Chief Rabbi with an address on his 
seventieth birthday. 


Trained Teachers of Housewifery.

ZIONISM. 


[By Special Telegram. | 
MEETINGS OF THE ACTIONS COMMITTEES. 


[From our Correspondent. | 
COLOGNE, March 17. 

Sunday was devoted to a meeting of the Inner Actions Committee. The 
meeting of the Greater Actions Committee was opened on Monday. After 
the dispatch of formal business, a debate was held in private on the political 
situation, and this debate was continued till midday Tuesday. Professor 
Warburg then presented a detailed report on the activity of the Palestine 
Bureau and the olive plantations. The question of extending the work of 
the Information Department in Palestine was discussed in detail, and it was 
resolved to carry out this extension in conjunction with other organisations. 

This morning a meeting was held of the Directors of the Jewish National 
Fund, which was followed by the General Meeting. During the proceedings, 
the question of organisation and the operations of the Fund in Palestine 
were discussed at great length. It was resolved to obtain a site for the 
Hebrew Gymnasium in Jaffa. 

On the resumption of the meeting of the Actions Committee this after- 
noon, it was resolved to leave the date of the Congress to be fixed by the 
Inner Actions Committee. The debate on Palestinian work was continued. 
During the day a statutory meeting of the Palestine Land Development Com- 
pany and a general meeting of the Anglo-Palestine Company were held. The 
report of the latter body was regarded as very satisfactory. A dividend of 
10d. per £1 share was declared and £1,500 carried to reserve. Various meet- 
ings have also been held in connection with the Jewish Colonial Trust. On 
Tuesday evening; the Cologne Zionist Society gave a reception at which 
articles manufactured at the Bezalel School in Jerusalem were effectively 
displayed. Speeches were delivered by Herr Wolffsohn, Professor Warburg, 
Dr. Gronemann and others. 


THE ANGLO-PALESTINE COMPANY. 


The Anglo-Palestine Company has issued its report and balance-sheet 
for 1908, in the course of which the Chairman, Herr Wolffsohn, on behalf of 
the Board, states :— 


The year 1908 has shown favourable results. Business at Jaffa has developed 
satisfactorily with both wholesale and retail traders. The Jaffa Branch has, as 
hitherto, devoted a large part: of its activity to transactions with colonists. In 
Jerusalem business remains about the same as in the previous year. We considerably 
restricted our business at Beyrouth, notwithstanding which, we made a satisfactory 
profit there. The turnover at Hebron was only small, but we are glad to be able to 
record a little progress there. In the autumn we established a new Agency at Haifa. 
Business there, so far, has only been small, but this town with its good harbour and 
branch line connecting it with the Hedjas Railway, offers very good opportunities for 
the future, and is also of particular value to us on account of the Jewish colonies in 
Galilee and the towns of Safed and Tiberias, for which Haifa is the business centre. 
Business with the Mutual Loan Societies for Colonists and Artisans is progressing. 
Altogether there are now twenty such societies, with 887 members, dealing with us. 
After payment of all expenses and writing off bad and doubtful debts there remains 
a net profit of £4,794 17s. 6d. (of which £4,632 6s. 3d. is profit of Palestine Branches), 
In accordance with a resolution of the Board, we have placed the sum of £1,500 to a 
reserve account, leaving £5,294 lis. 6d., to which has to be added the balance brought 
forward ex 1907, viz., £114 19s. 7d., so that there remains an amount of £3,409 17s. 1d, 
for disposal, and the directors have resolved to recommend to the general meeting the 
declaration of a dividend of 10d. per £1 share, «e¢., a little over four per cent. The 
amount required for such dividend is £2,904 10s. 10d., so that a balance of £505 6s. 3d. 
would be carried forward to 1909. 

The accounts are certified by Messrs. Jackson, Pixley and Co., wh® 
state :— 

In accordance with the provisions of the Companies Act 1907, we report that we 
have obtained all the information and explanations which we have required. The 
balance-sheet is compiled from the books at the head office, and the balance-sheets at 
3ist December, 1908, from the Palestine branches. The latter have not been indepen- 
dently audited ; they are certified by the Companys officials; but the investments, 
cash and bills therein stated, have been verified by H. B. M. Consuls. In our opinion, 
subject to the above remarks, the balance-sheet is properly drawn up 80 as to exhibit 
a true and correct view Of the state of the Company's affairs according to the best of 
onr information and the explanations given to us and as shown by the books of the 
Company. 


WEST CENTRAL ZIONIST ASSOCIATION, 


Last Sunday evening a meeting of this association was held at the 
Cavendish Rooms, Mortimer Street. Mr. JOsePH COWEN occupied the Chair, 


The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said that they met that night 
at one of those crises with which they were so familiar in the Zionist move- 
ment, and which, up to now, they had always been quite capable 
of overcoming, and he had no doubt they would be able to overcome the 
present one, too. They had in the movement certain men who did skirmish- 
ing on their own account and it was that kind of tactics which was bad for 
the movement. They had recently been the victims of one of those extra- 
ordinary skirmishes. The action of a number of gentlemen who were 
elected at Sheffield in resigning their posts because they did not agree to 
work with Mr. L. J. Greenberg was such as he thought no body 
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even of Russian Cossacks would tolerate. He maintained that the 
interests of the movement were paramount, and he asked them 
te agree with him in deploring and condemning the action of 
those gentlemen who’ resigned their respective offices. There 
were many outside obstacles to be overcome, and it was still a difficult thing 
to go along as fast as they would like, and in the face of that how much was 
the action of those gentlemen, calling themselves Zionists, who were con- 
stantly interrupting the progress of the movement by creating dissension, to 
be deplored, especially as they knew all the difficulties that lay in front of 
them. On the other hand, they had people outside the movement who were 
always fighting them, although they said the Zionist movement was dead. 
They knew, for instance, that Mr. Lucien Wolf was an open opponent to 
Zionism, and he was constantly going round, declaring them dead, He could not 
help wondering that for a dead body they showed so much life and vigour, and 
he was of opinion that if anything, Mr. Wolf rather wished them dead. He looked 
upon that gentleman as a kind of unconscious Jewish anti-Semite. He remem- 
bered the letter Mr. Wolf wrote to the Times after the Government had made 
that offer to Mr. Greenberg; thatletter gave them aclue to Mr. Wolf's whole posi- 
tion. They felt that Mr. Wolf was largely actuated in joining the movement 
to which he belonged, because he (Mr. Wolf) had an idea that he could smash 
the Zionist movement. In Mr. Wolf they had one of those people who were 
among the enemies on the outside; but they had another kind of enemy: a 
more insidious sort, who came inside and who showed himself at all times 
actuated by vanity and egoism, He did not wish to dot his I's or cross his T's, 
but they all knew.to whom he referred. That kind of person did even more 
harm than Mr. Wolf. It were far better for people who put their personal 
ambitions and vanity before the good of the cause to be outside rather than 
inside the movement. They had the experience of past years that the move- 
ment could make far greater progress without such people. He knew as 
little of Mr. Greenberg as he knew of Dr. Gaster when he (Mr. Cowen) 
entered the movement, but he had always given his support, whatever it 
might be worth, to those whom he thought were ready to sink their personal 
differences for the good of the cause. Mr. Greenberg had borne the brunt of 
many a battle; his terrible fault it was to have received an offer from the 
English Government that was not likely to be repeated. It was because 
the obtaining of Palestine implied a certain unanimity on the part of the 
Jewish people that he asked tiem all to sink their personal differences.

The United Hebrew Charities of 
New York begged the Boards of Guardians in Europe not to send any more 
a emigrants; notices were posted all over Russia to declare that America was 
. Bae full—so far as Russian Jews were concerned. So acute at one time became 
R.- the stress, that the Hebrew Charities had to close theirdoors. Then some good 
meaning and kindly disposed men laid their hopes in the Lady of the Snows, and 
thousands of our people wended their way to the Canadas. After a while Lower 
Canada showed signs of “ filling”; and the people were moved on towards the 
vast regions of the North. But, a few Jews “ tell’’ wherever they may be, and 
when Klondyke came to be called by some poor fellows Chlondic, the bar 
sinister of Russo-Jewish immigration was raised. From the North they 
turned to the South, and we heard of the vast prospccts of Galveston. 
American millionaires generously subscribed to the Galveston scheme of 
migration, but the capacity of Galveston soon waned. They had tried every 
point of the compass except one, and now at last, after all these years, they 
were turning towards the East. So shrewd an observer, a man possessing 
such a master intellect as Judge Sulzberger, had declared for the East—the 
East to which Herzl and his Zionist following pointed. What was Herzl's 
message in short? He found a homeless people and he bade them go home; he 
found their home in other hands and desolate, he bade them recover that home 
and rebuild the desolate place. (Cheers.) That had been the Zionist mission, 
and in an environment the least sympathetic that Society had carried on 
Zionist work and had assisted to innoculate Zionist aspirations in uncon- 
genial soil. To-day they met under auspices far more favourable than those 
under which they had met for years past, for not only was there the 
advance he had described in Jewish public opinion towards their aspirations 
but the conditions in the Turkish Empire had entirely revolutionised their 
whole position. Some people did not understand this. He had seen a long 
statement from Mr. Joseph Prag, who charged Zionists with all sorts of 
crimes and misdemeanours. because they recognised that the altered 
conditions demanded an altered policy, and were not so stupid and 
obstinate as to stick by a _ policy merely because they had 
once initiated it. Unhappily, it fell to him to reply to Mr.

Prag, and he proposed to do so in the columns of the journal 
in which Mr. Prag’s remarkable statements had appeared. He dared 
say that they expected him to say something about the somewhat curious 
position of affairs in the English Zionist Federation (hear, hear), but he felt 
that that was neither the time nor the place to enter into details which 
would have to come before the meeting of the Central Committee which 
would take placeon the 28th inst. Speaking for himself, however, he could quite 
frankly say that he was no seeker of mere office. When he received an inti- 
mation from the late Hon. Secretary of the English Zionist Federation that 
he had been nominated as Vice-President, he supposed the nomination had 
been made with a view to uniting all sections of Zionism in this country. He 
therefore, accepted the nomination. He, however, did not attend the 
Sheffield meeting, and had no conception that his candidature or his election 
had been or would be objected to by anyone. Possibly, had an intimation to 
that effect reached him, which he felt under the circumstances ought 
to have been sent to him, he might have withdrawn from the nomination. 
As it was, no such intimation was given to him, he had no idea who else was 
contesting the office nor indeed that there would be any contest, and he 
assuredly had no notion as to who it was had nominated him, nor had he asked 
a single delegate for his vote, Then, after the election, without any con- 
sultation with or intimation to him, there followed certain resignations and 
he was left practically the only hon. officer of the Executive. Clearly he 
would have played a false part with their movement—especially seeing he 
was a member of the Actions Committee—if he had done otherwise than 
endeavour to carry on their work (Cheers) until another Central Committee 
could be called together and the wish of that Committee upon the situation 
determined. Although he felt he had deep cause for complaint at what had 
taken place, he would say no more upon the point then. They knew well enough 
that his work so far as he was able to render it did not depend upon his 
being in office. There was, however, one matter to which he felt constrained 
to refer, and that was the element of personal malice which had been 
imported into the proceedings. He would not further notice a suggestion 
that had been made in print regarding the Chairman and himself, because it 
was so ludicrous as not to bear a moment's examination especially when they 
considered the source from which it emanated. There was something much 
more insidiously wicked. Some three years ago he had entered into business 
relations with Mr. Bottomley in connection with his paper, John Bull. Those 
relations ripened into a friendship ofan entirely personal nature. Then, there 
came the time when certain charges were formulated by the Treasury against 
Mr. Bottomley, and although by that time his business relations with Mr. 
Bottomley had greatly lessened, he saw no reason to close their personal rela- 
tions. He at no time had any doubt that the charges not only formulated but ful- 
minated against Mr. Bottomley would not stand the light of serious investiga- 
tion. He knew that behind those charges there was more than had seen the light 
of day, but which if it ever did, would come as a surprise to some people as to 
the method and manner in which a State prosecution could be commenced and 
carried on, in free and liberty-loving England. In any case, he did not 
think those were circumstances or that was the time to withdraw the 
little aid and encouragement which his friendship for a man could afford, 
through whom in the past he had derived some considerable material gain. 
Knowing Mr. Bottomley, and some of the circumstances of the prosecution as 
he did, he was not surprised that Mr. Bottomley had beaten down every 
device and obstacle that had been so cunningly set against him and had 
triumphed so remarkably over the immense odds with which he was 
confronted. But the relations to which he had referred had not escaped 
the observation of those who were anxious to cast any stone they could

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find at him (Mr. Greenberg). To his surprise, and he must add his disgust, he 
learned that some of his friends had gone about at Sheffield and before that 
meeting, and insinuated that it would be dangerous for him to become an 
Honorary Officer of the Federation as he might be dragged into the prosecu- 
tion which was then pending against Mr. Bottomley, although those malignant 
epeatures if they knew anything sullicient upon which to speak at all, must 
have known that his only dealings with Mr. Bottomley were in relation to 
John Bull and nothing else, and that he was unacquainted with Mr. Bottomley 
when the matters which have been the subject of investigation at the Guildhall 
were happening. He would not stop to stigmatise such tactics, and he felt 
it his daty to say what he had at the earliest possible moment, at least the 
earliest moment he could do so without running the risk of the penalties 
which attached to contempt of court, and he could not avoid saying that not 
the least source of satisfaction which he felt at the outcome of the proceed- 
‘ings against Mr. Bottomley was the fact that in Parliament he represented 
so many of our people who voted in his constituency, and he said this 
although in polities he was not in agreement with the member for South 
Hackney. (Cheers.) Mr. Greenberg concluded with an earnest appeal to 
those who had not yet joined the Zionist ranks to do so, in the interests of 
themselves as well as their brethren throughout the world. He urged Zionists 
to close up their forces and not be in the least diverted ftom their work, 
hocause of the difficulties that for the moment existed in the local organiza- 
tion. There was enough work to do and to spare—Shekel Collection, 
National Fand, Jewish Colonial Trust, Anglo-Palestine Company—all these 
demanded their best energy. “In the name of the God of Israel who slumbers 


not neither doth he sleep—slumber not,sleep not till Jehovah hath triumphed, 
till bis people are free.” (Cheers.) 


ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


The following is the copy of a circular which has been sent to all Zionist 
Societies :— 

~in,—At the last meeting of the Central Committee, which was held at Sheffields 
‘he annual election for the officers of the Federation and the members of the Executive 
took place, the Rev. Dr. Gaster, then President of the Federation, occupying the 
Chair. Prior to the collection of the voting papers, one of the delegates complained 
that his voting paper had been mislaid, and he applied to the Chairman for a fresh 
voung paper. This the Chairman would not allow, and the voting proceeded. After 
the Scrutuneers had reported to the Chairman the result of the poll, Mr. Herbert 
Kentwich raised a protest against the validity of the election, on the ground that one 
of the delegates had lost his voting paper, and it had, he believed, been filled up by 
someone else. 
fhe Chairman, however, over-ruled the objection, and declared the following 
elected :—Hon. President, Sir Francis Montefiore: President, the Rev. lr. Gaster; 
Loudon Vice-President, Mr. L. J. Greenberg ; Provincial Vice-President, Mr. J. Moser : 
Hon. Secretary, Mr. Murray Rosenberg; Mr. S. Rubinstein remaining Treasurer sub- 
ject to re-election by the new E.xecutive. As members of the Executive he declared 
elected: The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Dr. Daiches, Messrs. Herbert Bentwich, H. 
Ginsburg, Leon Simon, Percy Baker and Israel Cohen. For the Provinces: Drs. 
Weitgmann and Fuchs, Messrs. Sol. Cohen, Sacher, Raskin, Isaacs, lbanziger, J. Lewis 
VL. Jacobs. 


br. Gaster immediately announced that in consequence of the election of Mr. L. J. 
rreenberg as Vice-President, he would resign his office as President, and refused to 
emaina member of the I. xecutive Committee. A day or two afterwards, as no 
meeting of the Executive was called Mr. Greenberg, as Vice-President, applied both to 
br. Gaster and Mr. Murray Rosenberg, and these gentlemen refused to act. Conse- 
quently a notice, signed by Mr. Greenberg, was sent to all who were elected at Sheffield 
asking them to attend a meeting, so that the whole question could be discussed. Asa 
result of this circular and subsequent enquiries, it has been ascertained that the 
following have refused to remain members of the Executive: The Rev. Dr. Gaster, Mr. 
\ioser, Mr. Rosenberg, Mr. Leon Simon, Drs. Daiches and Weitzmann. Some others of 
those elected have not attended the E.xecutive Committee nor replied to any circular.

Mr. Maurice Myers has arranged to give, early in May, a recital of 
Child Poetry at the Steinway Hall, under Miss Alice E. Joseph's direction. 
The programme will include some original poems. 

Miss Ethel Van Praagh is sustaining the chief réle in a drama “ The Eyes 
of the World,” which was produced for the first time this week, at the 
Fulham Theatre. 

“The Gay Gordons” is the attraction this week at the Coronet Theatre. 
The merry musical play is very brightly performed by a thoroughly efficient 
company,in which Miss Madge Crichton, Mr. Frank Lincoln and Mr. Tom 
Graves are prominent. 

Miss Susan Metcalfe afforded great pleasure to critical audiences by her 
beautiful singing at the two recitals she gave last week, at Bechstein hall. 
The programme at the first recital included two pretty songs by H. Dupare, 
“Invitation au Voyage,” and “ Ser énade Florentine.” 

The conversazione of the North London Jewish Literary Union, held last 
Sunday, took the form of a musical lecture by Miss Gertrude Azulay on 
“Haydn and His Works.” The lecturer explained in a most interesting 
manner the principal characteristics of Haydn's music and the place it takes 
in the development of the art, and also gave a sketch of the composer's life 
and character. The well-chosen illustrations included the lovely string 
quartet in G. major, admirably played by Mr. E. Goldwater, Miss Rita 
Bamberg, Mr. L. Falkman and Miss Frances Woolf; a pianoforte arrange- 
ment from one of the symphonies, played by the lecturer and Miss Edie 
Marr; and songs sung by Miss L.Gordon King and Mr. Ivor Warren. 

On Saturday, at Bechstein Hall, Mme. de Wieniawski made her first 
appearance in England. Her voice, whether from nervousness or nature, was 
not entirely satisfactory except in the upper register. M. Jacques Pintel 
played some pianoforte solos with his usual charm. 

An interesting feature of Mr. Theodore Byard’s second subscription 
concert at Bechstein Hall yesterday week was the first appearance in 
England of Seforita Clara Sansoni, a pianist of some repute in Spain, 
who played a new suite by a Spanish composer, Sefor Albeniz, entitled 
“Iberia.” The work consists of six numbers, which reflect the rhythm of 
Spanish national airs, and which form a piece of great charm. The exposition 
of it by Senorita Sansoni was marked with considerable delicacy of expres- 
sion, and that leads one to desire to hear her in a work which would make 
greater demands on her powers of execution. Mr. Byard’s singing was, 5 
usual, pleasing, and he sang with great effect a song-cycle by Mr. Landon 
Ronald entitled “ Echoes,” which was accompanied by the composer. The 
work consists of settings of some of William Henley’s words. The accom- 
panist for the other songs was Mr. Percy B. Kahn. 

Mme. Carrefio gave an extra farewell pianoforte recital at Queen's Hal! 
yesterday week in response to requests from many who had been unable to 
gain admittance to her previous recital. She was heard to best advantage |!

ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report of the Home for Aged Jews has been issued in anticipation of 
the general meeting to be held at the institution on Sunday. 

The report states that great progress has been made in every direction. Thanks 
to Lord Wandsworth’s gift of the freehold premises in Nightingale Lane, and to the 
generosity of the community, more inmates are now housed by the Institution than 
ever before in its history; they are more-eomfortable, and their welfare is better 
studied. “The excellent equipment of the Institution,” the report goes on to. say, 
“enables it to be most efficiently conducted in accordance with the most modern 
principles. and all who have visited the Home have been loud in their praises of the 
work which is now being accomplished. The Committee are most anxious that more 
friends should visit the home, as they are confident that such visits will be the 
means of enlisting greater support for the charity which they administer.” 
At the beginning of 1908, there were 89 inmates. This number had increased to 
121 at the end of the twelve months. The Home lost seven inmates through death. 
three left the Institution and two others were removed, so that forty-four 
inmates were elected during the year. The health of the old people has 
been remarkably good, and the report attributes the immunity of the inmates 
from sickness to the healthy and comfortable surroundings in which they now live. 
The beautiful terrace and gardens at the rear of the present Institution enable the 
inmates to remain practically the whole day in the open air during the warm weather, 
and this also greatly contributes to their health. The large cost of laying out the 
garden has been met by a generous donation from Mr. Isaac Davis. The perfect 
sanitation of the buildings, which has earned the enthusiastic commendation of the 
Medical Officer, is another factor in the healthy conditions under which the inmates 
are at present living. The Home is equipped with Infirmaries fitted on the most 
approved system, and everything is done to avoid inmates remaining longer on the 
“Sick List” than is absolutely necessary.. The culinary arrangements are of a 
thoroughly efficient kind, and unflagging assistance in supervising this branch of the 
administration of the Home has been received from the Ladies’ Committee, some 
members of which are in weekly attendance at the Home. The report records the 
resignation of Mr. I. Bloomfield, who had been Secretary for upwards of thirty years, 
and the Committee express their gratitude to him for the unflagging industry with 
which he consistently discharged the arduous duties of his office. The administrative 
side of the work of the Home has been largely re-organised, and the Committee 
believe that its administration now compares favourably with that of any 
other charitable institution. Strict. regard is had to economy, but “it is 
contrary to the Committee’s principles to effect economies at the expense of the 
well-being of the inmates.” The Committee have leased the premises in Well 
Street, Hackney. For the first time in the history of the Home, an organised 
effort has been made to provide the inmates with entertainments, and Mr. 
M. Vanleer arranged a series of concerts extending over the winter months. 
A concert platform, presented by the President in honour of a family celebration, has 
greatly added to the convenience of the ladies and gentlemen giving the entertain- 
ments. The Committee express great gratification at the formation of an Aid Society. 
A large number of members have beenenrolled in the new Society, and, before the end 
of the vear. the Committee of the Aid Society voted a sum of 30 guineas to the funds 
of the Home. Mr. Ernest Schiff has consented to act as President of the Aid Society. 
The Committee draw attention to the serious state of the finances of the Home. The 
balance of £420 with which the vear under review was commenced had been almost 
entirely absorbed at the end of the year. and the Committee are faced with the 
formidable task of raising at least £600 in increased annual subscriptions. Thev 
appeal to the friends of the Home to assist the Committee in obtaining this large 
amount. The Committee express appreciation of the loyal services of Mr. Molen, the 
Master, and Mrs. Levy and Mrs. Molen, the Matrons. :

, Women's suffrage numbers several very ardent advocates among the 
Jewish young ladies of the Kast End. Their ardour, by the way, has led them 
into some awkward predicaments in the past, resulting, on one oceasion, in 
their summary eviction from a Jewish gathering that was being addressed 
by Mr. Haldane. But, with all their professed zeal for “the cause.” it is 
instructive to observe their ability to keep at arm's length from the law's 
representatives. Possibly they have escaped coming to grips with “ Robert ” 
merely by sheer good fortune—or accident. Whatever else might be said con- 
cerning the practical work of these East End young ladies, no-one will deny 
the strenuousness of their methods—on paper. For instance, one of their 
number writes to the local journal this week pertinently enquiring why 
women should be excluded from Mr. Austen Chamberlain's fortheoming 
meeting. How much longer, she asks, are they going to depend on the 
decisions of men, and delay the working out of their own political emancipa- 
tion? This is very nice, very noble and very brave. The community could 
make excellent use of young ladies of this stamp—young ladies with ideas, 
too. There is sick visiting, work among, and for, the poor, investigating work 
and « plethora of other communal needs which should be gladly attended to 
in preference to political agitation. There are any number of young ladies 
outside the Jewish community quite capable of looking after the cause of 
women's suffrage. For an East End Jewess to waste her time in hunting political 
will-o'-the-wisps is hardly fair, when originality of method, energy and 
resource might find a better outlet. 5 

The Spanish and Portuguese Jewish Board of Guardians has now taken 
cognisance of the fact that Old Age Pensions are being distributed. It has 
canvassed it beneficiaries and, where possible, the Government grant is being 
made in lieu of the bounty hitherto distributed weekly by the Board. 

Councillor Stettauer does not believe in the Kiplingism that “ East is 
East and West is West, and never the twain shall meet.” His own practical 
work among the East End poor is suflicient evidence of his views on the 
matter. He has now added to his list of bounties by sending £400 to various 
institutions for the relief of the East End poor. 

A movement is afoot for presenting Bro. Max Fisher, former Grand 
President of the Order Achei Brith, with an appropriate souvenir. Generally 


speaking, friendly society testimonials are unmitigated nuisances. They 
harass the working-man and drive him frantic with their frequency. But 


there is little doubt that every member of the Achei Brith will subscribe 
willingly, and as largely as possible, to this particular testimonial. Mr. Max 
Fisher gave many years of his life for the benefit and advancement of the 
Order. His personality, his devotion to the Achei Brith, and his conciliatory 
methods, have left their impress on the Order, and it is meet that some recog- 
nition of his work should follow. . 

If people will persist in having a glaze on their bread, it is as well that 
they should know how that highly-polished surface is obtained. The method 
has been explained to an East End magistrate more than once—for a con- 
sideration! Liquid eggs in an advanced stage of decomposition will make a 
loaf glisten like a ball-room floor—the more ancient the eggs, the better the 
result. So that it is not surprising that a number of Jewish bakers 
have recently paid substantial fines for thus placing ptomaine poisoning in 
the way of their clientele. The secret of the process has been out for some 
time; let both bread consumers and bakers take warning. The Food and 
Drugs Inspector can detect ancient eggs from afar. 

Purim or St. Patrick, which? A Jewish organisation in this end of the 
town desired to give a cinderella dance. Should it be held on Purim, when 
dances were as plentiful as August. strawberries, or was it desirable that it 
should take place later—preferably near St. Patrick’s Day ? There was a 
hard tussle between the followers of Queen Esther and the partisans of the 
Irish Saint. And the Shamrocks won the day. Here's a peg on which the 
Judieo-Irish League might hang an argument. 


LONDON HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION.—A meeting of the Central Com- 
mittee was held on Monday, Mr. J. Berliner, General President in the chair. 
The meeting was specially convened for the purpose of passing the Articles of 
Association drawn up by Mr. Edgar Cohn (the Solicitor) with the assistance 
of a special sub-committee. After some discussion the Articles were passed 
unanimously, and the Association.will now be registered as a limited com- 
pany. Itis worthy of note that one of the chief articles provides that the 
Hospital be a non-sectarian one. Mr. Siyetta having ceased to hold office of 
Treasurer, several prominent gentlemen in the community were nominated 
for the position.

It was 
arranged to hold meetings of the Committee on alternate Tuesday evenings 
instead of on Monday as formerly.

Esperanto and the Jew. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THES “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir.—As a student of Esperanto, [ am glad to note in your paper Mr. Mabon's 
letter. conceruing the importance of Esperanto to the Jew. dl take this oppor- 
tunity to submit to your Zionist and Itoist readers that the Esperanto language 
—which can be acquired by anyone in the course of a few weeks—would be very use- 
ful, nay, most beneticial, to the Jew, when, as is hoped, he manages to establish him- 
self upon his own territory. I refer to his means of communication with the whole of 
the commercial and industrial world. Hebrew would, of course, be out of question for 
this purpose for many obvious: reasons. — His native tongue could only serve him for 
the particular country from which he hails. W ith the knowledge of Esperanto, how- 
ever, as a rapidly-spreading, living language, with its Consuls and E.peranto-speaking 
groups in nearly every town of importance on the globe, the Jew would, with ease, be 
able to correspond, announce his wares or send his catalogues to every nation in the 
world, as, indeed, many enterprising firms are already doing. 

One more point, which I think equally important Is that the knowledge of 
Esperanto to the Jew would enable him to understand his brethren from all parts of 
the world immediately he enters upon his new territory.

Reference is made to the amicable arrangements come to 
between the Home and the Jewish Board of Guardians, whereby the former 
receive an annual grant of £5, and which is a commencement in the direction 
of the co-ordination of local Jewish charitable organisations.

Mr. Nathan Cohen presided. After dwelling on the year’s work, Mr. Cohen 
referred to the new arrangement with the Jewish Board of Guardians. It 
meant, he pointed out, that instead of the Shelter keeping men desirous of 
migrating until the weekly sitting of the Board, they had been enabled 
immediately to deal with such casnals. The fact that this arrangement 
meant a considerable saving to his institution, and as he caleulated a saving of 
about £50 to the Board of Guardians, it ought to have a stimulating effect 
towards the ultimate co-ordination of local Jewish charities. The position 
of President had been a source of pleasure and honour to him for the past 
two vears, and it was with the deepest regret that, owing to force of 
circumstances, he was obliged to resign. In his opinion, the Shelter was 
next in importance to the Board of Guardians. If the Labour Bureau had not 
proved too successful, it was because the Labour Union protested against 
the institution introducing persons who were ready—owing to force of 
circumstances—to undersell labour. He eulogised the work of the Vice- 
President, Mr. S. Goldman, and the Lady President, Mrs. H. Isaacs, the 
latter being responsible for the high standard of comfort at the Home. 

Mr. A. FELDMAN, after commenting upon the large sum paid for collect- 
ing, and suggesting the election of an honorary collector, moved that the 
balance-sheet and report be adopted. 

Mr. J. M. Forster seconded the motion, which was carried. 

Mr. FELDMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the retiring Chairman, 
paid an eloquent tribute to his work. From his personal knowledge he was 
aware that Mr. Cohen had a great deal to contend with. Commenting upon 
the apathy and indifference shown by a section of the community towards 
their institutions, he said it was the duty of the community to assist to the 
utmost of their abilities. 

Messrs. ForRSTER and HARRISON and Mrs. ISAACS supported the motion. 
Similar thanks having been accorded the other retiring officers, the following 
were elected for the ensuing year: Messrs. P. Peres, President; 5. Gold- 
man and J. Godlove, Vice-Presidents; L. Isaacs, Hon. Secretary; and a 
Committee.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


| was looking the other day at a reproduction of 
Fanfani’s famous picture “ Milton Dictating his 
Poems.” The original painting hangs in the 
Academy at Florence, and you can tell by his name 
that Fanfani was anltalian. It is a lovely picture! 
My first thought in regard to it, was, “ How strange 
for an Italian artist to make an English poet the 
subject of his art.” But then | remembered that 
during the early part of his life Milton spent many 
beautifal days in that “land of gold and blue” sucha 
land as would be sure to inspire his nature and tend to 
let pour forth the poetry from his lips, and therefore 
the Italians would naturally cherish his memory. In 
the 17th century it was the custom for young men 
when they left the University at which they had 
studied to make the Grand Tour of Europe, and this 
Grand Tour included France, Germany, and Italy. 
When Milton went to Italy he made friends with 
Gallileo the blind astronomer. Gallileo had dis- 
covered many things in his researches. Among 
others was an instrument without which our navy 
would certainly feel very lost,—the telescope. 
The main discovery Gallileo made, however, was 
that every year the world makes a _ journey 
round the sun instead of vice versa as was believed 
then. The people were very ignorant, and regarded 
such discoveries as unholy and their discoverer 
as a wicked man. Therefore, they cruelly put out 
Gallileo's eyes, so that he might in future do no further 
“evils.” When Milton came to Italy Gallileo was an 
old blind man, and a friendship between them is all 
the more strange when we remember Milton’s after 
fate. For he went blind; and now I am coming to 
the pointof the picture I was speaking about. In it 
Milton is seated on a stone seat, around which the 
wild flowers grow in profusion, and the blind poet is 
dictating his poetry to his daughters. Through 
them he wrote, and through them he saw; they were 
literally his “eyes.” Think of the two little girls 
sitting for hours and writing, when they would have 
liked to be running races in the fields like their 
friends. It has been told that sometimes Milton 
would compose Latin verses, very much to his little 
girls’ discomfiture, as they did not understand the 
language and found it in consequence very difficult 
to write. Still, | do think it beautifal that two 
little girls can help a man to make a name, such as 
Milton's, which has lived centuries after he himself 
has gone down to the grave. I am going to save up 
my pocket-money and go without no end of pairs of 
mittens, oneday to be able to go to Italy, and then 
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
